ANGOLA — Ronald Rose, who 
helped number Steuben County, was 
known as a community-minded, old- 
fashioned businessman, a real estate 
agent and developer. 

Mr. Rose, 83, of Angola, died Dec. 4 
in Wauchula, Fla. 

He was born Dec. 21, 1926, in 
Angola to Graydon and Wilmet 
(Aldrich) Rose. On March 17, 1950, he 
married Barbara Penner Rose, and they 
celebrated 60 years as husband and 
wife. 

“T worked at Christie’s Sweet Shop 
in Angola as a soda jerk,’ Barbara said 
about how they met. “He was a Tri- 
State student and would come up there.” 

One of Mr. Rose’s daughters, Kathy 
Aldrich, said she always will remember 
her father laughing and being fun- 
loving. That was what she focused on in 
delivering the eulogy at his funeral 
service. 

“He loved real estate and Steuben 
County. Railroads fascinated him,” 
Aldrich said. “Dad loved anything with 
wheels, odd cars and animals. He had a 
*39 Australian pickup truck. He loved 
square dancing, and he couldn’t dance. 
That left-right thing was confining.” 

Aldrich said her dad also raised 
donkeys and at one time had eight or 
nine, including a little burro he named 
Poncho. Aldrich recalled Poncho even 
pulled a little cart, but one time refused 
to go across a bridge all the way. Her 
dad went out and had to finish carrying 
Poncho across to the other side. 

To Craig Rice, owner of Booth- 
Rose-Krebs Real Estate in Angola, Mr. 
Rose was a mentor and close friend. 

“T’ve known him a long time. I 
worked for him from 1984 to retire- 
ment,’ Rice said. “If you had a problem 
... you could ask him, and he’d tell you 
a story.” 

Rice said Mr. Rose was involved in 
all types of real estate and liked to talk 
about such transactions. He also 
developed property in the area, 
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Mr. Rose 


including some around Golden and 
Jimmerson lakes. 

Not very many people know that Mr. 
Rose and his lifelong friend of 70 years, 
Ralph Martin, helped number Steuben 
County, Rice said. 

“They numbered the homes and 
gave everyone an address. Those two 
old guys — they took an old van and 
put in an old desk and drove all over 
(numbering), Rice said. 

“One would drive and the other 
would run the books,’ Barbara said 
about the numbering. ““They followed 
what another county did. They had a lot 
of fun and went down all those old back 
roads.” 

Barbara said it was nothing for Mr. 
Rose to suddenly leave a family 
reunion if a potential real estate 
customer came along. She said he was 
an old-fashioned businessman who was 
honest and stood by his word. 

Fred Beck, a real estate agent, was a 
partner with Mr. Rose for two years in 
Booth-Rose-Krebs Real Estate.

Martin Endsley Jr. 
cared for patients, 
even prisoners

AUBURN — Martin Endsley Jr. 
was a man who loved everyone, no 
matter who they were, said his 
daughter, Susan Endsley of Auburn. 

She remembers her father getting 
close to two neighbor children, taking 
them under his wing and calling them 
his own on many occasions. 

“That is how he thought of them 
— as his own children,” Susan said. 

Mr. Endsley, 77, of Auburn died 
Nov. 11, 2010, at Lutheran Life 
Villages. 

Susan Endsley recalled the time 
her father coached the Angels, an all-. 
African-American baseball team of 9- 
year-olds. 

“This was during the time of 
segregation,” she said. “But everyone 
was equal to him, he loved everyone, 
gave anyone a second chance, and he 
always rooted for the underdog.” 

Endsley’s granddaughter, KayCee 
Pepple, remembers that spirit of love 
and tolerance being passed down 
from her grandfather. 

“He would say, ‘Why would it 
even matter what color someone’s 
skin is?’” Pepple said. Both Susan 
Endsley and Pepple agree that Martin 
Endsley was ahead of his time. 

Born in 1933 to Cecil and Woneda 
Endsley, Martin Endsley grew up in 
Marion, where he enjoyed hunting, 
fishing and sports. He shared those 
passions with his children and 
grandchildren, his daughter said. 

Endsley received his first rifle 
around age 9 after showing his father 
that he was responsible and safety- 
conscious. He grew up hunting 
squirrels, rabbits and even snakes. 
Susan said every one of Endsley’s 
children learned how to hunt, and 
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Martin Endsley Jr. holds his last 
grandson, Drew. Endsley could 
frequently be seen wearing a 
white hat, because he believed 
the good guys always wore white 
hats. 


how to clean their kill. 

“We never asked what we were 
having for dinner,’ Susan Endsley 
said. “We just knew it would taste 
like chicken.” She said she can 
remember her dad’s truck, full of 
hunting and fishing gear so that he 
could just take off into the wilderness 
and enjoy himself. She said she 
remembers him coming home, 
dropping his kill outside of the door 
and paying his kids a penny to skin 
the carcass for dinner. 

“He was a hunter all of his life,” 
Susan Endsley said. 

When he wasn’t hunting, she said, 
her father was working. 

“He was a workaholic,” Pepple 
said. After being drafted into the 
Army and serving two years in 
France during the Korean conflict, 
he signed on with the National 
Guard, earning full military honors 
and reaching the rank of sergeant. 

Susan said during the war, her 
father was placed in charge of 
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guarding Korean prisoners, and he 
would slip them cigarettes while 
they cursed him in ‘their native 
tongue. 

‘He said he tried to treat them 
like humans, even though they 
would have killed him if he didn’t 
watch out,” Susan Endsley said. It 
was that compassion that everyone 
loved about Martin Endsley. 

After the war, Martin worked as a 
respiratory technician at the Veterans 
Affairs hospital in Marion before 
transferring to the VA in Fort Wayne. 
He moved his family to Garrett and 
often worked two jobs to make ends 
meet. After working at the VA for 
four decades, he switched jobs to 
work at the Irene Byron Health 
Center, where he administered 
tuberculosis vaccinations before 
catching the disease himself. He 
spent 10 months in the hospital 
recovering. 

His passion to help people 
struggling with drug and alcohol 
addiction was the impetus behind the 
creation of the center’s drug rehabil- 
itation center. 

“He couldn’t stand to see people 
battle with drugs,’ Susan 
remembered. Her father worked at 
the center for a while, before 
working for Our Friends and 
Neighbors for 10 years. 

Susan Endsley said that to people 
in Marion, her father was a real-life 
hero, risking his own life to try 
saving a neighbor when her house 
caught fire. 

“He could hear her screaming, so 
he crawled into the house,” Susan 
said. The woman was unable to be 
saved, and Martin Endsley almost 
died himself in the rescue attempt. 
When he finally emerged, Susan 
said, his lungs were filled with 
smoke. The incident haunted him for 
the rest of his life, she said. 

Susan said she likes to remember 
her father by thinking of him in a 
white hat, because he used to say, 
“Good guys always wear white 
hats.”

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Haskins loved teaching, environment

HAMILTON — Described as a 
woman with a strong character, June 
K. Fee Haskins was a force to be 
reckoned with, according to her 
family and friends. 

Haskins, 85, died Jan. 23 at 
DeKalb Memorial Hospital in 
Auburn, 

She was born June 20, 1925, in 
Fort Wayne to Howard and Francis 
Keck. After the death of her mother 
when she was around 4 years old, her 
father was not economically prepared 
to take care of a child on his own. 
The girl moved to Hamilton to live 
with the Barr family, who raised her. 

Haskins’ children said their 
mother’s humble beginnings surely 
strengthened her character, along 
with her devout faith. 

“She was a strong woman of 
faith,” said her daughter, Pat Waters. 
“She always persevered.” 

Haskins married right out of high 
school during World War IT, and the 
family welcomed two children, 
Waters and her brother, James 
Haskins, 

Waters said her mother was 
devoted to her family, and she always 
loved children. She enjoyed serving 
as a Sunday school and Bible school 
teacher. 

“She was always trying to help 
other people,” Waters said, 

When Haskins’ husband left the 
family after 25 years, she was faced 
with yet another challenge — 
supporting the family on her own. 

“| don’t think she ever had any 
fear in her life,’ James Haskins said. 
“I think she had periods of being 
afraid, but the word ‘fear’ never 
really came out of her mouth.” 

June Haskins decided to go to 
college at night to become a teacher. 
She attended Saint Francis University 
in Fort Wayne, acquiring her 
bachelor’s degree, master’s degree 
and administrative license. She 
graduated summa cum laude with a 
4.0 grade-point average. 

As a teacher and principal at 
Pleasant Lake Elementary School and 
principal at Hendry Park Elementary 
School in Angola, Haskins had a 
knack for teaching. 

“She could have done a lot of 


things when she went back to college, 


but she wanted to be a teacher,” 
Waters said. She was amazed at the 
large number of students who 
attended her mother’s viewing. Many 
of them recalled Haskins as their

favorite teacher or spoke of the deep 
impact she had on their lives. 

“Tt was quite a testament to her 
teaching,” Waters said. Haskins also 
had a way of inspiring teachers, 
which made her a great principal, she 
said. 

“She wanted teachers to be better 
teachers and spark the joy of learning 
in all kids,” Waters said. She 
challenged children to think about 
how things worked, and she encour- 
aged other teachers to do the same. 

Haskins married Fred Mee in 1968, 
and they enjoyed a life together while 
Haskins took up a fight against the 
local landfill. According to Haskins’ 
longtime friend, Colleen Hake-Boyd, 
Haskins loved everything about the 
environment and didn’t want to see it 
damaged by the landfill. 

“June lived about a mile from the 
landfill, and she noticed a lot of 
violations going on,” Hake-Boyd 
said. Haskins was instrumental in 
forming Steuben County Waste 
Watchers to stop the landfill from 
polluting Fish Creek and the environ- 
ment. 

“She was educated enough to 
know about the dangers, and she 
didn’t want to see people in the area 
affected by the landfill,’ Hake-Boyd 
said, Haskins’ extreme intelligence 
and love of research made the differ- 
ence in the landfill fight, Hake-Boyd 
said, 
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“We dealt with a lot of lawyers 
(while fighting the landfill), and June 
knew the Iegal terminology and beat 
them at their own game,” Hake-Boyd 
said, “She was Hamilton's Erin 
Brockovich, protecting the environ- 
ment and the countryscape.” 

James Haskins agreed. He said 
there was no fight too big for his 
mother to take on. 

“She didn’t care who you were, 
how much money you had, or how 
intimidating you were,” James 
Haskins said. “She knew how to 
choose her battles.” The landfill is no 
longer in operation. 

When she wasn’t advocating for 
the environment, Haskins was 
basking in it. George Haskins, het 
third husband, said Mrs. Haskins 
enjoyed the outdoors and was a 
master gardener, growing [ruits, 
vegetables and flowers. She prized 
her giant red, yellow and white roses, 
he said. 

She was an excellent cook, James 
Haskins added, cooking in the 
kitchen even in her 80s. 

But what George Haskins said he 
will remember most about his wife is 
her humbleness and willingness to 
help anyone in need, 

“She did alot of things for a lot of 
people, and she wouldn't ever take 
anything for it,” he said. “She was 
good at helping, and she helped as 
much as she could.”

“Mom got a lot of satisfaction 
from knowing that we were all well 
cared for, happy, healthy and lacked 
nothing,” he said. “The thing that 
made her the happiest was making us 
happy.” 

He described the evening family 
walks, family game nights, vacations 
to the Rocky Mountains, Virginia 
Beach, California and Turkey Run 
State Park in Indiana when he and his 
brother John were growing up. Later, 
his mother and father organized 
biannual weeklong Stark family trips 
with their (wo sons and their families 
to places such as North Carolina, 
Disney World and Jamaica. 

“My folks put a high priority on 
getting us all together as often as we 
could,” he said. 

Musie was a big Jove of her life, 
as well. She was an accomplished 
cellist and played with the Fine Arts 
String Ensemble and sang in the 
Trinity Methodist choir.

BY SUE CARPENTER and MATT GETTS 
suec@kpcnews.net, mattg@kpcnews.net 
GARRETT — A house fire claimed the lives of 
two people Wednesday night in 
western DeKalb County.

An autopsy revealed that 
both men died from inhaling smoke 
and carbon monoxide, the coroner 
Sea said.

The department was advised en route that one or 
two people might still be inside the house, Treesh 
said. His lead truck driver saw a glow from the fire at 
a distance and called for mutual aid.

Community mourns 
loss of father and son

Josh Crain, 29, had worked as an assembler 
for Alliance Industries in Garrett since 1999.

nature. 


“Josh was a joy to have in the workshop. He 
was very cooperative and did whatever job was 
asked of him,” Hand said. ‘He was a man of few 
words, but his smiles said so much more. I 
remember when we were having a bad day here 
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An electrical service line 
into the home broke loose 
and began arcing, which 
hindered firefighting efforts 
for about 10 minutes until a 
utility crew arrived to cut off 
the power at the pole, Treesh 
said. 

“The (structure) deterio- 
rated so quickly, we could 
not go back inside — we 
went on defensive mode,” 
Treesh said. He reported the 
fire to be under control 
within 20 minutes of 
firefighters arriving. 

Treesh described the 
home and two vehicles 
parked outside the garage as 
total losses. The news 
release estimated total 
damage at $120,000. 
Firefighters reported heavy 
fire damage to the garage 
and attic, and heavy smoke

The fire was caused by an 
electrical short in a crawlspace 
below the house that burned 
through the floor joists, 
according to Treesh. The 
Indiana State Fire Marshal’s 
Office is investigating. 

Firefighters remained on 
the scene until 3:28 a.m. 
Thursday. Assisting at the 
scene were the Avilla and 
LaOtto fire departments, 
Garrett Fire Department 
Auxiliary, DeKalb EMS, 
Garrett Police Department, 
DeKalb County Sheriff’s 
Department and Indiana 
State Police. The Auburn 
Fire Department provided 
standby coverage at the 
Garrett Fire Station.

Former Auburn Mayor

AUBURN — John L. Foley, 85, 
a former mayor of Auburn, died 
Wednesday. 

Foley served as mayor from 
1972-75, after holding a seat on 
the city council for the previous 
four years. He was a Republican. 

“T plan to remain active and 
interested in the civic affairs of 
Auburn,” he said at the end of his 
term as mayor. He kept that 
pledge as a 22-year member of 
‘the DeKalb County Aviation 
Board and by serving on the 
Union Township Advisory Board 


from 2001 until his death. 

When he 
announced his 
campaign for 
mayor in 1971, 
according to a 
report in The Star, 
Foley said his goal 
was economical 
and efficient 
operation of city 
government and 
his desire was to serve the 
community of Auburn. 

Foley’s term as mayor saw the 
rapid development of Auburn’s 
west side and its business district.

Utilities expanded, and the city 
built Grandstaff Drive and West 
Fifteenth Street. 

‘When he was mayor, there was 
quite a bit of construction going 
on,” said Donald Mefford, who 
held the post of city attorney in 
Foley’s administration. “He was of 
a bent, being in the foundry 
business, he kind of personally 
oversaw it. 

“He was very active in © 
improving the streets and the 
sanitation department,” now known 
as water pollution control, Mefford 
added. “He was the mayor in the 
golden years.” 


“TI feel we all did a good job,” 
Foley wrote about his administra- 
tion in column that appeared in 
The Star on his last day as mayor, 
Dec. 31, 1975. 

He closed by saying, “TI ask all 
Auburn citizens to take an active 
interest in your city government. 
... Let’s all be proud of Auburn,” 

Foley was born in 1925 in 
Bryan, Ohio, and moved to Auburn 
in 1930, when his father, George 
Foley, started Foley Pattern Co. 

John Foley graduated from 
Auburn High School 1943, 
attended St. Joseph College in

AUBURN — Jane Potter was a 
people person and loved capturing 
life’s special moments with her 
camera. 

Miss Potter, 86, died Feb. 26, 
2011. at Betz Nursing Home in 
Auburn. 

As a child, she enjoyed spending 
time with her family and taking part 
in a variety of sports including roller 
skating, ice skating and bowling. 

Miss Potter starred in a roller- 
skating show in 1940 with her 
younger sister, Barbara Capen. They 
performed around the region at stage 
shows and fairs for six years. Capen 
would lock her skates around her 
sister’s neck and fly through the air as 
they skated. The show grew out of the 
family’s love of skating. 

‘We went skating three times a 
week at Silver Moon Roller Rink,’ 
Capen said. “The whole family 
skated, except Mom, who came along 
to watch.” 

Miss Potter worked 38 years at the 
Auburn J.C. Penney store, starting her 
job there after graduating from 
Auburn High School. She made 
change for the store’s sales transac- 
tions using an overhead system of 
cups on wires. She loved talking to 
the store’s customers, making many 
friends over the years, Capen said. 

“Whenever she met a new person, 
the first thing she would do is ask 
them, ‘When’s your birthday?’” said 
Capen. The reason — to send them a 
birthday card, of course. 

“She loved correspondence,” said 
Janet Potter, another of Miss Potter’s 
sisters. Capen said her sister received 
as many cards as she sent, amassing 
quite a collection of sentimental notes 
from friends and neighbors through 
the years.

‘We fished, scuba-dived and camped 
together. There was 
never a dull moment 
with Jack. I miss him 
like a brother.” 

At his funeral at 
St. Mark’s Lutheran 
Church in Albion, 
Pastor Phyllis Smoot 
gathered the young 
children to talk about 
the Kurtz family 
patriarch. 

“You know him as Grandpa Jack, 
don’t you?” she asked. “Yes. Grandpa 
Jack,” they replied enthusiastically.

“Tf he really liked something, he 
didn’t just buy one, but he bought one 
of every color and style and then 
would turn around and sell it to you,” 
she said. 

He was a man of style and loved 
to dance. Grandpa Jack enjoyed 
eating, and believed that peanut butter 
made everything taste better, recalled 
Munson.

ANGOLA — Raymond Clair 
Myers, 85, was recalled as a great 
family and business man and World 
War II veteran. 

Mr. Myers died Feb. 3 at Northern 
Lakes Nursing and Rehabilitation 
Center in Angola after a long illness. 

He was born on a farm west of 
Pleasant Lake to Clyde and Jessie 
Myers. As a boy, he attended Pleasant 
Lake School. Later his family moved 
to rural Angola, where he attended 
Metz High School and he graduated 
from Scott Center High School. 

Mr. Myers was drafted into the 
U.S. Army and served in the Philip- 
pines during World War II. He was 
later sent to Korea to help Koreans 
reclaim their government after the 
Japanese occupation. Upon returning 
home, his ship was in a typhoon and 
he survived. 

His wife, Janis Myers, said once 
he returned to the United States, he 
started a taxi service in Angola. “He 
called it Ray’s Tax. It was in a small 
room by the old Hendry Hotel,” Janis 
said. “People didn’t have cars yet 
because of the war. They made trips 
to Chicago, Cleveland, Detroit, Fort 
Wayne and the Angola area. The taxi 
picked up a lot of people at Waterloo 
that came in on the train and took 


them to the inn at Pokagon Park. It 
was a good business for a couple of 
years.” 

During Mr. Myers’ taxi business, 
he also took people to church for free 
on Sundays, Janis said. Such a good 
deed made the national news and 
helped spread the word about his 
weekday transportation business. 

For a few years, Mr. Myers drove 
a school bus and worked at Weather- 
head (Dana Corpora- 
tion). He also 
worked 371/2 years 
for the Farm Bureau 
Co-op taking fuel oil 
and gasoline to 
farmers. “He really 
liked that job. I think 
he knew every 
farmer in the 
county,” Janis said. 

He also had a Saturday night job 
for Banker Dispatch, in which he 
picked up canceled checks for banks 
and took them to Logansport. After 
retiring, he drove a van part-time for 
the Steuben County Council on 
Aging. 

Raymond and Janis (Sheets) met 
in Angola and married April 26, 
1949.

Janis recalled her husband loved to 
get a softball game going in the 
family’s big backyard for anyone who 
wanted to join in. He also enjoyed 
Friday night bowling and going on 
rides in the country. 

Mr. Myers was also known for 
playing a “mean” harmonica. “We 
had our own version of ‘Name that 
Tune.’ The kids lined up on one end 
of the room and whoever guessed the 
song he was playing first ran to him. 
They got in some pretty good scuffles 
playing that game,’ Janis said. 

He also enjoyed riding his mini 
motorcycle in the country with his 
family and eventually talked Janis 
into riding too. 

Mr. Myers also delighted in 
spending time with his family. “In 
later years, we had grandchildren 
which he loved very much, as he did 
his children,” Janis said. “Each one 
thought he or she was his favorite.” 

“Just an ordinary man? Not to our 
family,’ Janis said. “Having a 
wonderful, loving husband, father and 
grandpa was truly a blessing from 
God.”

AUBURN — Frank Henry Bueker 
Jr. was a musical man who dedicated 
his time to his family as well as many 
community bands and orchestras 
from Auburn to Fort Wayne. 

Buecker was born in Fort Wayne in 
1918 to Frank H. and Adella Buecker. 
It was there where he discovered 
music at the tender age of 9, said his 
wife, Betty. 

“The News-Sentinel had a boys 
band, and he started on the French 
horn and played with them for a 
while,” Betty Bueker said. 

Mr. Bueker continued playing his 
French horn in the Fort Wayne Civic 
Symphony Orchestra, now the Fort 
Wayne Philharmonic, and played in 
the high school orchestra at North 
Side High School. 

Music led the couple to meet. 
She explained that as a musician 
herself, the two often saw one 
another at the Wainwright Band and 
Orchestra Camp at Oliver Lake in 
Wolcotiville. 

“We really didn’t know each other 
well,” Mrs. Bucker said. “I played the 
cello and harp, and he played the 
horn.” 

After high school, Mrs. Bueker 
said, her husband attended the 
University of Miami in Coral Gables, 
Fla., on a music scholarship. He then 
entered the service and served in the 
South Pacific during World War II 
and in the U.S. Army Corp of 
Engineers for four years. 

When he returned to Fort Wayne 
from the military, the newly created 
Fort Wayne Philharmonic was 
looking for a horn player, Mrs. 
Buecker recalled. Even though he 
hadn’t touched a horn in more than 
four years, the director needed him 
-— so, naturally, he stepped up, Mrs. 
Bueker said. 

It was there, in the practice hall, 
where he saw Mrs. Buecker again, 
bringing back memories from band 
camp. 

“The story goes that he went home 
and said to his father, “Guess who is 
playing in the orchestra?’” Mrs. 
Bueker said. “His dad encouraged 
him to ask me out.” The two wed in 
1947 played together in the orchestra 
for years, she said. 

- Soon.after marrying. the couple - 
moved to Auburn, and Mr. Buecker 
worked for Messenger Corp. until 
1980. He also played in a variety of

“He really just had a love of 
playing music,” Mrs, Buecker said. It 
was something he easily passed 
down to his children, Stephen and 
Karen. Stephen Bueker plays the 
French horn and organ, and Karen 
Bueker learned to play the flute. 
Both were fortunate enough to play 
with their father in the Auburn 
Community Band. 

“He started me on the French horn 
when I was just a wee child,” Stephen 
Bueker said. “Dad was always 
playing brass music. That is where 
the interest came from.” 

Stephen Bueker, his father’s child, 
plays 25 to 30 various band concerts 
each year around his community in 
Easton, Pa. One of the French horns 
he plays was handed down to him 
fromrhis father, he said 

In addition to his musical talents, 
Mrs. Bueker said, her husband 
enjoyed volunteering his time for the 
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Auburn Cord Duesenberg Automobile 
Museum as a docent. He was a 
member of the Lions Club and the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
engaging in many social service 
projects. 

Mr, Bueker was also a skilled 
gardener, growing every fruit and 
vegetable imaginable, his wife said. 
From carrots to peas and beans to 
squash, Mr. Bueker loved spending 
time in his garden. 

Stephen Bueker said his dad was 
determined to garden, wherever he 
could find the space.

“The Cowboy Auctioneer,” was a 
country music legend not only in 
northeast Indiana but also in the 
world of country music. 

His children and grandchildren 
said he could have had a chance at 
the big time, but because of his love 
and devotion to his family, he chose 
to stay in the area. He had said, “ld 
rather be a big fish in a little pond. 
All that matters is making folks 
happy when they hear me sing my 
songs.” 

And he made thousands of people 
happy over the years. 

‘Taylor, 89, died March 24, 2011, 
in his Avilla home. That’s when his 
longume bandmate and caregiver 
Patty Corbat began to sing at his 
bedside, “You Are My Sunshine.” 

Corbat gets emotional when she 
talks about Joe. 

“T loved the guy with all my heart, 
and now there is a hole in it that I 
don’t think will ever heal. Our 
longtime partnership is no more,” she 
said, 

Corbat (stage name Corbett) first 
sang with Joe Taylor and his band, 
the Indiana Red Birds, 62 years ago 
when she was 15 years old. 

Born May 11, 1921, in 
Portsmouth, Ohio, Taylor moved with 
his parents to Fort Wayne at age 15 
and met Pauline Corbat at Arcola 
High School. They married Nov. 20, 
1941, and she preceded him in death 
in February 2007. 

He worked at General Electric in 
Fort Wayne for 40 years, retiring in 
1981. 

Joe and Pauline Taylor raised two 
children, Dan and Paula Jo, who were 
on stage with him as toddlers and 
went on to follow their father in the 
music business. 

“Dad was definitely the inspiration 
for my love and pursuit of music,” 
said Paula Jo Taylor, who was 
performing in Las Vegas with her 
daughter, Amanda, along with 
country recording artist Gretchen 
Wilson when she learned of her 
father’s failing bealtho> @1 °° 

~ “Dad had a sneakyand ‘cute way 
of offering me constructive criticism 
when I was growing up,” she said. 


“He would tell me if 1 learned to play 
a particular song (always a very 
challenging one), he would buy me 
an amp, a new guitar or something of 
musical value I wanted.” 

His daughter quickly learned how 
to get out of doing chores by 
practicing her guitar. 

“Dad would say to my mom or 
aunt Patty (Corbat), “Leave her alone. 
She’s rehearsing,” she said. 

Joe Taylor started his performing 
career as a solo artist in the mid- 
1940s. He did a 15-minute morning 
live broadcast weekdays over WFTW 
radio. In 1948, he formed the Indiana 
Red Birds band. His first big hit song, 
“The Cowboy Auctioneer,” was 
inspired after he graduated from the 
Reppert School of Auctioneering. It 
was the first song to use an 
auctioneer’s chant. The late cowboy 
star Tex Ritter recorded it on Capital 
Records in 1950, - 

Taylor and his band broadcast live 
Saturday morning programs over 
WOWO and WGL, and from 1953- 
1969 the Red Birds opened shows at 
Buck Lake Ranch near Angola for 
superstars including Gene Autry, 
Johnny Cash, Buddy Holly, Minnie 
Pearl, Dolly Parton, George Jones 
and the Lennon Sisters. 

His sister-in-law, Patty Corbat, 
was always by his side. 

“At first I just sang,” she recalled. 
“Then I got bored only doing that, so 
I got into calling square dances with 
the group, something I did until we 
retired the band.” Taylor and Corbat 
wrote and recorded more than 50 
tunes for seven different labels. 

They retired the band in 1998 and 
preserved the memories in a book 
they wrote titled “SO Years Together: 
The Red Birds Remember.” 

In 1988, Taylor was honored with 
a plaque from Nashville's Country 
Music Hall of Fame for his achieve- 
ments and commitment to country 
music. He was one of only seven 
Hoosiers among 1,200 country music 
entertainers included in a 1995 book 
sold internationally titled “Definitive 
Country: The Ultimate Encyclopedia 
of Country Music and Its 


Performers;*In! 1997 he received the ©’ 


Sagamore of the Wabash award, and 
in 1999 the Indiana Legislature 
presented him with a resolution 
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Joe Taylor and his guitar 


thanking him and his band for the 
entertainment they brought to 
audiences. 

“I remember how, after a long day 
of working at the factory, dad would 
battle the worst of snow, rain or 
storms to make it to the local Legion, 
Moose or Eagles to sing for all his 
friends,” said his daughter. “His 
dedication is what instilled in me the 
tenacity to make sure that the show 
must gO on no matter what.” 

Two weeks before he passed 
away, Paula Jo and her daughter 
Amanda visited Joe Taylor at 
Lutheran Hospital. Amanda told her 
grandfather they wanted to stay 
with him and they would cancel 
their Las Vegas commitment. That’s 
when her grandfather slightly 
opened one eye and blurted out, 
“H-—- no. You go to Vegas and sing 
for me.” Joe smiled and laughed 
with his daughter and 
granddaughter. Then he said, “I 
think somebody slipped me a 
mickey.” Those were the last words 
he said to his daughter and 
granddaughter.

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Federspiel was unotiticial Clear Lake historian

CLEAR LAKE — Robert 
Federspiel was known as the unoffi- 
cial Clear Lake historian, who was 
passionate about the Steuben County 
body of water and its activities. 

Mr. Federspiel, 90, died Feb. 27 in 
Naples, Fla., but his Clear Lake 
imprints remain. 

Bonnie Brown of Clear Lake said 
Mr. Federspiel worked with her and 
others on a history book and he 
contributed many stories and facts. 
“He was our Official historian. His 
father, Frank, was our first town 
board president,” said Brown, who 
has been at Clear Lake since she was 
a fourth-grader. “He was an avid 
sailor on the ‘Inland Cat.’ We 
purchased our first sailboat from him, 
“The Eight Ball.” 

Brown said no matter the topic, 
Mr. Federspiel knew a little bit about 
everything and had a remarkable 
memory. “He was like the backbone 
to everything,’ she said. “He was 
very vital and active. He will be 
missed.” 

Brown said the focus of the Clear 
Lake history book was to record 
information for future generations so 
it wouldn’t be forgotten. According to 
the book, Mr. Federspiel worked as a 
student apprentice in 1936 and 1937 
holding metal blocks inside boats so 
a copper clout nail could be bent 
over. He then moved onto sanding, 
varnishing, delivering and rigging 
sailboats. Mr. Federspiel provided an 
account of a bridge conflict: “Upon 
realizing that the channel site was 
being filled in by an angry group, 
Dad (Frank Federspiel Sr., president 
of the town board) called the sheriff’s 
department and county commis- 
sioners, but that brought no response 
or interest. The town did not have a 
marshal then. I drove Dad down to 
the canal fill site at the water’s edge. 
I parked crossways to stop the trucks 
from dumping more fill. About six or 
eight burly drivers picked us up in the 
1926 Buick and placed us in the lake. 


Meanwhile, the other two board 
members, B.H. Mies and Oliver 
Guilford, came to plea for civility and 
lawfulness. The group picked us up 
out of the water, 
placed us back on 
hard ground and I 
drove away up the 
hill.” 

Mr. Federspiel was 
born Nov. 14, 1920, 
in Fort Wayne to 
Frank and Ella 
(Miller) Federspiel. 
In 1945, he married 
Margaret Weber. She 
preceded him in 
death in 2010. 

Mr. Federspiel was a World War II 
veteran who received Navy cadet 
flight training and was commissioned 
as a Naval flight officer and flew 
reconnaissance in World War II. He 
was assigned to VPB-112 n Fleet Air 
Wing Seven in French Morocco. He 
was later assigned to FAW-7 in 
England. 

After being employed at General 
Electric in Fort Wayne, he was 
established Customcraft Inc., as a 
designer and exhibitor for trade show 
displays and ran the company for 33 
years. 

Mr. Federspiel also was vice 
president and secretary of the Jaycees 
and was part of the group that built 
the Fort Wayne Memorial Coliseum. 
In 1964, he was involved in the 
design concept of the Fort Wayne 
Children’s Zoo and served on the 
zoo’s board of directors, remaining 
director emeritus for 40 years. 

He was involved in the design of 
Fort Wayne industrial buildings and 
homes in Naples in his retirement. He 
was on the building committees of 
the Grace Lutheran Church, Naples, 
and the Clear Lake Lutheran Church . 
during reconstruction. 

Mr. Federspiel’s loves were 
woodworking, building projects, 
sailing, travel, classic boats, automo- 
biles, church, Navy reunions and 
spending time with his family. 

Judy Johnston of Clear Lake said

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Mr. Federspiel knew four generations 
of her family. “My great-grandpa 
helped Bob move here,” Johnston 
said. “He was able to tell me 
information about my ancestors, 
including Charles Borton distilling 
peppermint and selling it for 
medicinal purposes. Bob was well 
loved and respected.” 

Survivors include his five children, 
Phillip Federspiel of West Hartford, 
Conn., Ellen Poffenberger and her 
husband Robert of Carmel; Susan 
Chase of Glastonbury, Conn., Neil

CORUNNA — Peter Potts was, by 
all accounts, a hero of epic propor- 
tions. He loved his wife, family and 
prided himself in helping others any 
way possible. 

Potts died April 3 in Corunna and 
was finally reunited with his beloved 
wife, Helen, said his son, Marty Potts. 

A World War II hero, Peter Potts 
served in the Army under Gen. 
George Patton driving tanks. 
According to Marty Potts, his father 
was personally requested to join the 
unit by Patton, himself. 


After the war, his father returned to 


the states and was set up on a blind 
date by his brother. Helen and Peter 
Potts fell head over heels in love and 
married in 1946. 

“They were inseparable,’ Marty 
Potts said of his parents. “One didn’t 
go anywhere without the other. Dad 
was deeply devoted to her.” 

Soon after the Pottses married, 
they were called by their church to 
take in a German foster child, 
displaced after the war. With two sons 
already, the couple was excited to 
foster a little girl. 

They were surprised, though, when 
Eduard — a 17-year-old boy 
showed up on their doorstep, said 
daughter Heather Graham. Her 
parents treated Eduard like one of 
their own, even though he was only a 
few years younger than they were at 
the time. 

“They opened their home to Edi 
and treated him like a son,’ Graham 
said. The family kept in touch with 
Eduard once he returned to Germany, 
even taking trips abroad to visit. 

A skilled carpenter, her father 
painstakingly built the family’s home 
and several more in the area when he 
worked as a private contractor, 
Graham said. He enjoyed helping 
people fix electrical, plumbing or

carpentry issues with their homes. 

“He was very well respected in this 
town, and people knew him to be 
honorable,’ Graham said. “He had a 
reputation for doing excellent work.”

Graham 
said the school recruited her dad, 
based on his skills. Even though Peter 
Potts dropped out of school in eighth 
grade, he was able to take education 
training in Indianapolis to become a 
certified teacher.

KENDALLVILLE — In her mid-80s and less than a 
year after hip surgery, June Parr was fly fishing on 
Colorado’s Frying Pan River. She caught and released 10 
trout that day. 

When she was 89, Mrs. Parr joined a group of young 
children for a game of musical chairs on a November Day 
in Pokagon State Park. 

In her later years, she climbed to the top of the 
bleachers at the East Noble football field with her family 
to watch the Fourth of July fireworks over Bixler Lake. 

Mrs. Parr ran up the stairs going into her home, not 
walking as most people in their fate 80s do, and she rode 
her bicycle from the family farm north of Kendallville to 
visit her childhood friend and neighbor Fern Cochard, 
said Pat Cochard, Fern Cochard’s daughter. 

“They played together as kids, and my mother would 
tell stories about June climbing our mulberry tree, not just 
to eat mulberries, but because she loved to climb trees,” 
Pat Cochard said. 

Mrs. Parr canned and froze vegetables from her 
vegetable garden each year and helped her daughter-in- 
law discover a new recipe for cookies. She helped make 
pie dough for 400 apple pies cach year to raise money for 
her church at the Apple Festival of Kendallville. 

This active lifestyle started much earlier in her life. 
Her daughter, Becky, recalls when she was a young girl 
how her mother stayed busy from sunup to sundown: 

“T remember many times as a child, on cold, snowy 
days, she would come into the house from doing the 
evening chores on the farm and say, ‘We have time for a 
fast game Of fox and geese before supper.’ My sister and I 
would throw on our coats and go outside and play with 
her in the snow.” 

Mrs. Parr lived an active life devoted to helping others. 

She was a member of the Noble County 4-H 
committee for more than 50 years and the Charm and 
Chatter Extension Homemakers’ Club and served as 
president and treasurer of the Noble County Extension 
Homemakers’ Clubs. Through her volunteer involvement 
in 4-H, she devoted thousands of hours to Noble County 
4-H activities and showed thousands of women and 
children how to cook and sew. ° 

“Simply put, mom had a servant’s heart,” said Becky. 
“She wanted to make sure everyone else was taken care 
of before she took care of herself. She would not sit down 
at the dinner or supper table until everything was perfect, 
always popping up and down,” 

The Rev. James Stoyle of the Immaculate Conception 
Catholic Church in Kendallville described this long-time 
parishioner, wife, mother and grandmother in this way: 
“June Parr lived a life of love, of activity, of goodness, 
She pleased God by loving her family.” 

Mrs. Parr, 91, passed away April 28, 2011, at the 
family farm north of Kendallville her grandfather 
purchased in 1898. 

In 2000, she wasn’t very happy to hear her son, 
Derinis, and his wife, Sandra, were moving to Denver 
--because-her-son took a job with Hospital Shared 
Services, but that didn’t discourage her from visiting 
them. 

“Mom was uncomfortable with flying, so she took the 
train from Waterloo to Denver,” said her son. She was

surprised to see how remote her son lived from the 
Denver metro area. 

“When mom walked out onto the deck of our house, 
where views included Pike's Peak, she looked at me and 
proclaimed we lived in God’s country,” he said. 

Evelyn Shumaker first became friends with Mrs. Parr 
when they were in 4-H together, and they stayed close 
until her death,

WATERLOO — Ruth

KENDALLVILLE — When her 
granddaughter KrisTena Cartwright 
got married, Beth Reiske sent her 
husband a T-shirt with the words 
“Don’t Worry Be Happy” on the 
front. 

“Roe (as her family liked to call 
her) was always smiling, laughing 
and having fun. Her energy was 
contagious,” recalled Jan Harkner- 
Abbs. 

Children of the 1950s-1970s in 
Kendallville who had a new bicycle 
or dreamed of having a new bicycle 
probably remember her energy and 
smiles, too, when they entered the 
Western Auto Store on South Main 
Street. Mrs, Reiske and her husband, 
Bill, co-owned and managed the 
popular store in the downtown 
business district. They sold auto 
parts, tires and had a Spiegel catalog 
center, but it was the place to go to 
sec the newest Schwinn, J.C. Higgins 
Flightliner and Western Flyer 
bicycles. 

The store had rows and rows of 
new bikes and bicycle parts. It was 
like a new auto dealership for kids, 
and the friendly owners were Bill and 
Beth Reiske. 

“That store was downtown 
Kendallville,” recalled daughter 
Karen Henschen. It was the Walmart 
of the 1950s. 

Beth Romaine Reiske, 88, of 
Kendallville passed away on May 23, 
2011. Her husband of nearly 57 
years, William S. Reiske, preceded 
her in death on Jan. 12, 2000. 

Their children, Sue Abbs, James 
Reiske and Karen Henschen, recalled 
that even though their parents’ store 
sold the popular Schwinn Flyer bikes, 
they never owned a new one 
themselves. Their father would fix up 
a used one and say it was good 
enough, and their mother agreed. She 
was the store’s bookkeeper, too. 

Retail stores filled most of the 
buildings in downtown Kendallville 
in the 1950s-1970s, and every 
storefront had window displays to 
entice customers, especially on 
holidays. 

“Mom designed all the Western 
Auto window displays, and most 
people said they were some of the 
best ones in town,” recalled Sue 
Abbs. 

Barb Mulholland, former Kendall- 
ville resident and executive director 
of the Kendallville Chamber of 
Commerce, often shopped at the 
Western Auto Store. She remembers 
the time she purchased a pedal tractor 
and trailer for her son for Christmas 
but didn’t have any place at her house 
to store it or hide it until Christmas. 
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Beth and Bill Reiske stand in the Western Auto store they owned and 
managed in downtown Kendallville for 28 years in the 1950s, 1960s and 


early 1970s. 


“Beth said, “Leave it here, and 
pick it up Whenever you want,” said 
Mulholland. She had planned to 
pick it up Christmas Eve but forgot. 
Mrs. Reiske called to remind her, 
because she knew it was a 
Christmas gift. 

“She was always looking out for 
others. She was such a beautiful 
person,” Mulholland said, 

The Reiske and Abbs families 
became very close over the years. Sue 
Reiske marricd Scott Abbs, and Beth 
Reiske and Jane Abbs, the Abbs* 
family matriarch, became close 
friends. 

Jim Abbs, Sue’s brother-in-law, 
recalled the time he met with Bill and 
Beth Reiske to prepare their will. It 
was in 1992, and Abbs was a lawyer 
in the Emerick & Diggins law office 
in downtown Kendallville. 

“T was going over things with 
them when the tornado hit downtown, 
went oul to Fairview and Arvada 
Hills.” he said. “After the storm, Beth 
said to me, “Maybe we'd should sign 
this will right now.”

Beth sang in the choir, said Beth 
loved her family and had faith in 
God.

HUDSON — Carol Tilbury 
dedicated her life to her country, 
serving it faithfully until she was 
injured, and passing down the same 
sense of service to her children. 

Mrs. Tilbury, 76, of Hudson, died 
June 1 at the Veterans Administration 
Hospital in Fort Wayne. 

Mrs. Tilbury was born April 12, 
1935, in Fort Wayne to Harry E. and 
Evelyn M. (Hollenbeck) Fultz. The 
family moved to Salem Center, near 
Hudson, when she was 12 years old. 

At age 23, Tilbury decided she 
wanted to see more of the world, said 
her daughter, Kay Humphrey. Tilbury 
enlisted in the U.S. Marine Corps and 
was worked as a typist in Norfolk, 
Va., during the Korean conflict. 

“From everything I understood, 
she wanted to see as much of the 
world as possible, and she thought 
serving her country would be a good 
way to do it,’ Humphrey said. 

Humphrey said her mother didn’t 
prefer typing, but enjoyed the 
physical aspect of the military. She 
noted her mother actually wanted to 
work as a gym teacher. 

Tilbury’s son, Bob Tilbury, said 
the physical nature of the military 
took its toll on his mother. She 
injured her knee in 1954 during a 
calisthenics exercise. She received 
her honorable discharge in 1954 and 
returned to Salen Center, where she 
married her high school sweetheart, 
Ervin Tilbury, in 1955. 

The couple raised five children 
and taught them to respect their 
country, said Bob Tilbury. On the 
Fourth of July and Memorial Day, in 
addition to attending traditional 
fireworks celebrations and parades, 
Bob Tilbury said his mother 
understood the holidays’ real 
meaning. 

“She insisted that all of us kids 
stand up and salute the soldiers out 0

Her oldest daughter 
married a member of the Air Force, 
as well. Her son, Rick, joined the 
SeeBees, and Bob Tilbury served in 
the Navy for more than eight years.

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‘She brought one-on-one loving care’

HAMILTON — In her casket, 
Frances E. Terrell’s family and 
friends placed a stuffed animal that 
was a puppy to show how much she 
loved all creatures and a margarita 
glass and Tootsie Rolls to express her 
zest for life. 

Fran, of Hamilton, died June 21, 
2011, at Cameron Community 
Hospital in Angola after a long bout 
with cancer. 

She was born in Fort Wayne Nov. 
7, 1946, and lived there most of her 
life. In 1995, she moved to Hamilton 
with her family. 

_ Her husband, Gary, and best 


friend, Margo Phillips, recalled Fran 


as being a friend to everyone she 
came in contact with and a special 
nurse. 

Gary knew Fran since they were 
children. The couple dated through 
high school and married right before 
Gary enlisted in the Marine Corps. 
Since that time, they have been 
virtually inseparable, spending 
everyday together the last few years. 

“She had been around so many 
people clinging to life?’ Gary said. 
“Fran said she never wanted any 
heroic measures to keep her alive.” 

Fran battled breast cancer nine 
years earlier, then contracted lung 
cancer. She endured chemotherapy 
and radiation. Even in her weakest 
moments, Fran comforted her 
husband. “She raised her hand and 
patted me on the back. She wanted 
me to go on,’ Gary said. 

Gary said his wife was brave and 
wasn’t afraid to speak her mind. “She 
was strong. She stood up to doctors 
and would call them in the middle of 


the night if she didn’t agree with 
them,” he said and in return, it got her 
respect. 

Fran loved all 
animals. 

“She said she 
could never live on a 
farm because all the 
cows would be 
clean,” Phillips, who 
called her “Fancy,” 
said. “I asked her, 
‘Fancy, what am I 
going to do without 
you?’” 

Phillips met Fran when the pair 
worked at St. Joseph Hospital. 
Phillips recalled Fran once skipped 
supper to stay with a dying patient. 
The patient died. Fran asked Phillips 
to help her bathe the patient. 

“She did everything so gently, 
putting lotion on the patient and a 
clean gown. While we were waiting 
for the funeral home, Fran told me no 
one should die alone. Whenever 
possible, her patients would leave the 
hospital clean and smelling good,’ 
Phillips said. 

Gary said Fran adored animals, 
especially their mutts. “We have these 
two little chihuahuas, Sasha and 
Heidi. We brought them to the 
hospital when she wad dying. The 
dogs licked her,’ Gary said. 

He recalled she picked up a garter 
snake once and remarked how cute it 
was. She also nursed a half-dead 
mouse back to health some cats had 
gotten hold of. In the last year, Fran 
wouldn’t even kill spiders and instead 
took them outside for safeguarding. 

Fran was a lifelong caregiver as a 
registered nurse in area hospitals, 
hospice, and nursing homes. She was 
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at her best when helping others to 
cope with their suffering and fears. 
She was a patient advocate. In 
helping others, she prepared for her 
own death. “She brought one-on-one 
loving care,’ Gary said. “She was 
best with geriatric care.” 

Gary said he knew his wife was a 
great nurse by the numerous 
comments received from her co- 
workers over the years. “She was 
distraught by the fact that she had to 
leave nursing prematurely at the age 
of 59 because of health problems, but 
she knew her declining health as 


- beginning to put her patients at risk. 


That’s a risk she wasn’t willing to 
accept,’ he said. 

Fran simply loved cleaning 
everything. “In the hospital, if she 
was caught up she’d start cleaning 
the nurse’s station,” Phillips laughed. 
“She even washed Gary’s tools and 
rust set in. She started spring 
cleaning in December and finished in 
February as a gift to Gary.” 

“Life became very precious, 
“Phillips said. “I had the honor of 
giving her her last bath. She was 
clean and she wanted that for her 
patients.” 

Fran survived by her husband of 
45 years, Gary Terrell; her daughter, 
Melissa (Rod) Surbaugh of Bluffton; 
her son, Mark (Kristy) Terrell of Fort 
Wayne; and her brother, Harold 
McCard.

ANGOLA -— Alfred Gutstein was 
delivered into the world in Kendall- 
ville by his father, Dr. Richard 
Gutstein, and was raised in the Noble 
County town by his prominent 
family. 

A longtime attorney, Alfred 
Gutstein, 78, died June 28 at 
Parkview Memorial Hospital in Fort 
Wayne after an extended illness. 

He was born Dec. 9, 1932, in 
Kendallville to Dr, Richard and 
Theresa Gutstein. Dr. Richard 
Gutstein managed his medical 
practice up to the age of 81. 
Sometimes, for payment he received 
produce or a chicken. Alfred was the 
same way and sometimes in exchange 
for legal advice, clients paid him with 
firewood and one time he received a 
recliner. 

Mr. Gutstein graduated in 1951 
from Kendallville High School as 
valedictorian and always wanted to 
be an attorney — a calling his family 
said he dearly loved. He grew up with 
former Noble County Circuit Court 
Judge Bob Probst and both shared a 
desire to practice law. Mr. Gutstein 
graduated in 1955 from Yale College, 
where he earned his bachelor’s degree 
in history. He then earned his law 
degree from Northwestern University 
Law School in 1958. He was licensed 
(o practice Jaw in Indiana and Illinois. 

In a 2008 Herald Republican story, 
Mr. Gutstcin was honored for his 50 
years with the Indiana State Bar 
Association. He specialized in elder 
law, wills and real estate. In the story, 
Mr, Gutstein said, “I enjoy coming to 
work. | enjoy mecting people.” 

“He was told he was too honest,” 
Joyce Gutstein, his wife, said. “He 
wouldn't do divorces because he 
didn’t like divorces. He was kind and 
dedicated.” 

“He defied the lawyer stereotype,” 
Betsy Gutstein, one of his daughters, 
said. 

In 1961, Mr. Gutstein and his 
family moved to Angola after he 
served in state and federal posts, in 
addition to being Indiana deputy 
attorney general for one year. Mr. 
Gutstein was appointed Steuben 
County Prosecutor, a position he held 
for 12 years, and was re-elected three 
full terms. 

Nor 40 years, he was the attorney 
for the Steuben County Welfare 
Office, also known as the Steuben 
County Division of Family and 
Children. He was also a member of 
the Steuben County Child Protection 
Team from 1978 to 2002.

“IT have over 200 sympathy cards,” 
Joyce said. “(Some) were from 
clients and said how kind and helpful 
he was. He had a real fan club among 
widows ...

Joyce recalled her husband worked 
on condemnation cases for the 
construction of 1-69. 

Mr. Gutstein met Joyce in 
Chicago, when she was head nurse at 
Passavant Hospital on the campus of 
Northwestern University where he 
was studying for the bar. After a 
three-year courtship, they married 
Novy. 17, 1962 in Springfield, TI. 
They had two daughters who are both 
teachers, Betsy Gutstein and Pat 
Butkus of Evanston, Ul, and Susan 
and Mark Wright of Ann Arbor, 
Mich. 

Mr, Gutstein served in the U.S. Air 
Force as trial and defense counsel. He 
was discharged with the rank of 
captain. From 1959 to 1961, he was a 
member of the Indiana Air National 
Guard. Later, between 1962 and 
1964, he was legal officer with the 
Ohio Air National Guard and was 
discharged with the rank of captain. 

Mr. Gutstein’s community involve- 
ment was extensive. He served 
Cameron Memorial Community 
Hospital 25 years as a board member, 
president, vice president and 
secretary, in addition to seven years 
served on the Cameron Community 
Hospital Foundation as president and 
secretary-treasurer. Hle also was a 
member of the Angola Rotary Club 
since 1964 and served as president in 
1984, and assistant district governor 
for six northeast Indiana Rotary 
Clubs.

KENDALLVILLE — The voice of 
the Apple Festival of Kendallville and 
the McDonald’s Restaurant drive- 
through breakfast shift is now silent. 

He’s no longer at the YMCA on 
his crutches challenging kids to free 
throw contests and invariably 
winning. 

One of the Pittsburgh Steelers’ 
most avid local fans is gone. 

Robert James “Bob” Lunk, 61, of 
Kendallville, passed away on July 6, 
2011. 

“To say that Bob Lunk will be 
missed is an understatement, as he 
was truly one of a kind. We need 
more Bob Lunks in this world,” Fred 
Inniger said about his sports-loving 
friend. 

Mr. Lunk had lived in the area for 
16 years, coming from Virginia. He 
was from Latrobe, Pa., and had 
worked as a loan officer in a 
Pittsburgh bank, hence his love for 
the Steelers. 

Locally, he was a coach and 
supervisor at the YMCA. He also 
Kept score for youth and adult 
basketball games, served as a 
sideline official and, in the words of 
Cole Center Family YMCA program 
director Donna Wolfe, “Bob was 
every child’s personal coach.” She 
remembers watching Bob supervise 
basketball practices many times and 
always taking time to give each 
player his personal attention. 

“He was always showing someone 
a drill to do or, even better, a ball 
trick he would use to entertain the 


kids,” Wolfe said. 

Wolfe worked with Mr. Lunk at 
the score table during adult league 
games. He used his announcing skills 
to tell jokes and keep everyone in 
good spirits. 

“T remember many 
times when he would 
coach from the score 
table with advice 
such as “follow your 
shot’ and ‘use your 
other hand,” said 
Wolfe. One of Mr. 
Lunk’s famous 
sayings was “Wilson- 
burger’ after a shot 
was blocked. 

Mr. Lunk loved to talk sports with 
anyone who would listen, including 
Inniger, a sportscaster with The 
Hawk 95.5 radio and former East 
Noble coach. When his son, Josh, 
played basketball for East Noble, 
Mr. Lunk sat in front row near mid- 
court in the East Noble gym 
cheering for his son and the team. 
Inniger was nearby calling the 
games on radio. 

“When Bob couldn’t travel to 
away games, he would listen to them 
on the radio, and I couldn’t wait to 
drive through McDonald’s the next 
morning to get Bob’s version of the 
replay and game analysis,” said 
Inniger. 

Mr. Lunk’s wife, Sheree, serves on 
the Apple Festival of Kendallville 
committee, and her husband made 
announcements during the festival 
from the festival’s office in the Noble 
County Fairgrounds.

There was never a concern 
about being too serious if Bob was 
around, because he enjoyed having a 
good time,” Taylor said. 

There was a serious side, though, 
to Mr. Lunk in how much he cared 
for others, not just the kids at the Y 
and his co-workers at McDonald’s 
and Apple Festival of Kendallville 
committee members.

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‘Daddy was always about family’ 


Herb Sutton was father, farmer, school bus driver

LAOTTO — Mary Sutton’s three 
daughters flank her in the kitchen of 
the family farm south of LaOtto. 
The dinner table is loaded with 
photos, farm magazines and John 
Decre memorabilia, and a weather 
radio crackles in the background. 

Vickie Nodine, Nancy Chittenden 
and Peggy Tarlton gather to share 
memories of their father, Herb 
Sutton, who died June 27 at his 
beloved farmhouse. Their brother, 
Dennis, was running wheat in a 
nearby field, tending to the family 
business. 

Most remember Herb as a soft- 
spoken, family man who never 
spoke ill of others. Tf it was a truck, 
his had to be a Ford. When it came 
to tractors or farm equipment — his 
was always John Deere green. 

Butterscotch candies and ice 
cream scoops are among memories 
of a man who was raised by the 
neighbors when his parents died 
when he was about 13. 

“Maybe it was the way he was 
raised, but Daddy was always about 
family,” Peggy Tarlton said. “When 
T was young, | don’t ever remember 
if he would even raise his voice if 
you were in trouble.” 

That left his wife to be the 
disciplinarian when the kids got 
mouthy, the sisters agreed. 

“He tried to make me a farm 
girl,” said daughter Vickie, who had 
been doing the cooking since she 
was 10, 

But when she “destroyed” the 
head of Herb’s new combine while 
trying to back up a pickup truck 
beside it, he spoke only a few 
words, 

“He told me, “You need to go 
back to the house. That's where you 
belong.” Vickie recalled. 

All four Sutton children helped 
on the farm. Sometimes it was 
gathering rocks, hooking bales of 
hay or straw, whatever needed to be 
done. They raised pigs and dairy 
cows, mainly Holstein and Brown 
Swiss. 

“We didn’t have fun time. We all 
worked —- had chores to do. We 
didn’t have time to do things after 
school,” Peggy said. “Dad would 
come in late from milking the cows, 
so would all wait for supper around 
this table.” 

Vickie helped cut corn with a 
sickle. When the sharp blade sunk 
deep into her leg one day, her 
brother, Dennis, told her to pack it 
with dirt like the Indians did. So 

“What I loved about Daddy — ] 
was supposed to be a boy, so I was 
his tomboy. 1 would drive the truck 
with fertilizer. That is my best 
memory, being with dad and riding 
the tractor fender with him.” Peggy 
said. 

But hard work paid off for the 
Sutton kids. Herb would give them a 
cow or pig to raise for 4-H, They 
used the auction money to purchase 
their first cars or other needs. 

Peggy said she bought a maroon 
Gran Torino ~ a three-speed. 
Nancy’s proceeds paid for her 
wedding photos. 

“T guess I was spoiled. If we 
wanted something, dad would make 
sure we got it,” Peggy said. “We 
worked for it.” 

That also applied to the hired 
help around the farm, A couple of 
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them offered condolences at the 
funeral home and said they learned 
a lot working beside Herb on the 
farm. 

“He taught them how to work. 
They always respected him for that, 
for making them hard workers,” 
Mary said. 

“Nowadays you can’t get anyone 
to come out to help on a hot humid 
day. And dad paid them well,” 
Peggy said. 

In 1947, Mary met “The Nickel 
Man” at a roller dome in Columbia 
City when she accidentally lost 
some loose change. 

“My parents gave us just enough 
money to buy a five-cent bottle of 
pop at the roller dome,” Mary said. 
“Lam not a good skater.” So while 
trying to stay on her feet, one of her 
nickels flipped into the rolled-up 
cuff of Herb’s pants as he happened 
to be skating by. 

Too embarrassed to ask for it 
back, Mary said she remained 
thirsty the rest of the night. The next 
week, Herb offered to buy her a pop 

~ an offer that would live on for 
more than 60 years. 

While courting Mary, Herb was 
afraid of arriving too early, so he 
would park down the road trom her 
parents’ home near Collins. Mary 
said she watched for his car from 
the upstairs window and got ready 
only when Herb parked down the 
road. 

The young couple enjoyed trips 
on Herb’s Harley-Davidson 
motorcycle with a small group of 
friends. During one outing, they had 
an accident and Mary skinned up 
her arm. After they married, the bike 
was sold to buy a refrigerator, Mary 


i | 

In 1948, the newlyweds began 
working as hired hands at the 
Freeman Farm near Ari and lived in 
a one-bedroom home until they 
bought the Simons Farm along old 
S.R. 3 in 1956. 

As a young girl, Mary was 
always the one to do the outdoor 
work, while her sister did the 
cooking. It was said Mary could 
burn boiled potatoes. So when she 
baked Herb a cherry pie from 
Scratch for the first time, Herb cut 
and cut, but couldn’t get through 
that crust. Neither could Mary. 

“He never said another word. 
And he ate everything, most 
generally, [ put in front of him.” 
Mary said. 


Mary didn’t’ know how to drive a 
car when they first married, but she 
learned quickly when Elerb sent her 
to the grain elevator in a 1941 Ford, 
pulling a trailer to get some feed 
ground, 

“The elevator guys would say, 
‘Here comes Mary,’” she recalls. 

Herb also taught all of his 
grandkids how to drive by sending 
them out to the field, sometimes in 
his new pickup truck. 

Both Herb and Mary supple- 
mented the farm income by driving 
school buses at Garrett. Both retired 
in 1996, Herb with 35 years, Mary 
with 24, 

“They both loved driving the bus 
so much,” according to Peggy. 
Herb’s route began at the Sutton 
farm at 10 minutes until seven in the 
morning. 

“He honked the horn out there.” 
Peggy said nodding toward the 
kitchen window. “We were still 
eating our breakfast.” As the first 
passengers on, and the last off, the 
Sutton kids spent about 90 minutes 
a day on the bus. 

It was during those years Herb 
was known lor giving out butter- 
scotch candies to his passengers. 

Mary and Herb took students on 
many extracurricular trips, driving 
the band to I[linois, overnight trips 
to Cedar Point, taking cheerleaders 
to Clinton, Ky. With both drivers on 
board, they could take a break from 
the wheel during long hauls. 

The couple later became involved 
in tractor pulls, where Mary literally 
pulled her own weight and once 
qualified for the state finals. 

They also enjoyed square dancing 
at Story Lake to the Just Us Three 
Band, and traveling often to 
Nashville to see The Grand Ole 
Opry. Loretta Lynn was Herb’s 
favorite singer. 

But perhaps Herb’s favorite 
moments were Sundays at the farm, 
where he generously dipped up 
homemade vanilla ice cream to kids, 
grandkids, neighbors —- whoever 
stopped by, often numbering more 
than SO people. 

“A little scoop was a plateful 
when Herb dished it up.” Mary said. 
A photo of him with his signature 
ice cream dipper sticking out of his 
shirt pocket was on display at the 
funeral home. 

Herb would organize a hayride 
every year, and until a few years 
ago, drove the tractor himself. After 
that, he was content to follow the 
wagon in his pickup with the 
flashers on. 

Dennis Sutton took over the farm 
business a few years ago, but at the 
age of 61, Stopped every morning to 
see what his dad thought should be 
done that day. Herb still wanted to 
be in the fields, and often rode in 
the combine with Dennis the last 
few years. 

_ “He was Dennis’ best friend,” his 
sisters said. 

Herb was taken past the farm for 
the final time on the way to Cedar 
Creek Cemetery south of Garrett. 
His John Deere tractor was in the 
front yard next to the lawn mower. 
Members of the DeKalb Horsemen's 
Association escorted him from 
Altarstar Methodist Church with his 
family walking close behind. 

“To boil it all down, he was a 
common farmer,” Mary said of her 
husband of 63 years. “I loved him 
all that time.”

{ He passed away on July 13, 2011, 
‘at 79 years old having achieved his 
American dream — loving husband 
for 59 years to his wife, Marylin, 
father to four, grandfather to 10, 
great-grand/ather to eight, a 21-year 
Air Force veteran, a patriot, friend to 
many and a self-made, successful 
businessman.

He worked as a hospital 
maintenance supervisor in Batlle 
Creek, Mich., sold real estate before 
joining Group Dekko in Kendallville, 
where he was in charge of PVC 
Compounders and Hoosier Plastics 
for nearly 14 years and then served as 
a consultant to Group Dekko for 10 
years. He retired in 1994 from Group 
Dekko and started Dependable Metal 
Treating in Kendallville with his son, 
Ross L. Noble. The company 
continues ils operation today on 
Dowling Street in Kendallville. 

“Ross played a huge role in 
problem-solving the different facets 
of the PVC Compounding operation, 
and the development of UL-approved 
PVC materials required for wire 
insulation applications needed for the 
wire manufacturing,” said Rick 
Nowels of Group Dekko. “He was 
always meticulous about his work 
and his home projects.” 

Mr. Noble was known as a “Jack- 
of-All-Trades” who could fix almost 
anything. He mixed his crafty skills 
with a thrifty attitude. At his funeral 
service, Pastor Scott Pattison recalled 
the me when Mr. Noble saw an 
Ethan Allen table he liked, but it was 
priced higher than he was willing to 
pay.

Nowels was one of 
Mr. Noble’s regular golfing buddies. 


“Ross always had some weekend 
project and needed to get the golf 
done early,” he said. Mr, Noble 
always drove the golf cart. 

Nowels saw the humorous side of | 
Mr. Noble’s character. 

“T believe Ross remembered every 
joke he had heard in his life,” he said. 
“It wouldn't be long until something ' 
was said to remind him of one, and 
the next one and the next one. We 
would be Jaughing beyond any hope 
of concentrating on our golf game.” 

He enjoyed playing cards, writing 
poctry and fishing. He always drove 
the boat. 

Mr. Noble was a member of 
American Legion Post 86 for more — | 
than 50 years, a life member of 
Francis Vinyard VEFW Post 2749 and 
the Air Force Sergeant's Association, | 
and a member of the Kendallville 
Elks and Moose lodges. His 
granddaughter, Linda Noble, said she 
couldn't believe how many people 
knew her grandfather, “It amazes me 
the random people that knew him and 
tell me a nice story about him when | 
see them,” she said. 

On a plaque given to Mr. Noble by | 
his daughter, Gail Edwards, it is 
written: “I do not choose to be a 
common man, It is my right to be 
uncommon if T can. 1 do not wish to 
be a kept citizen, humbled and dulled 
by having the state look after me. | 
want to take the calculated risk, to 
dream and to build, to fail and to 
succeed. ... It is my heritage to stand 
erect, proud and unalraid; to think 
and act for myself; enjoy the benefits 
of my creations and to face the world 
baldly and say, this | have done. All 
this is what it means to be an 
American.”

Auburn, Indiana 
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Strawser

KENDALLVILLE — When he 
entered a local restaurant for coffee, 
people shouted his name and pulled 
chairs out for him to sit next to them, 

The entire restaurant would be 
filled with laughter from the 
countless stories he shared, recalled 
his nephew, Steve Strawser, who 
worked with him in the contracting 
and construction business. 

“Tt was like ‘Cheers’ on TV,” he 
said. “Those were the good days for 
those who were fortunate to know 
Sherm.” 

Sherman Franklin “The Pup” 
Strawser of Kendallville passed away 
Sept. 8, 2011. He was 84. 

Known by many as “The Pup,” 
Mr. Strawser along with his late 
brother, Forest, began Strawser 
Brothers Construction in 1952. They 
purchased the original business, Carl 
D. Strawser and Sons, which began in 
1930, from their father. Sherm 
Strawser remained active in the 
construction business until 2008. 

Mr. Strawser was from what TV 
news anchor Tom Brokaw called 
“The Greatest Generation.” He served 
with the U.S. Army in World War I] 
from 1944-1946 like millions of 
others in his generation, returned 
from war and married Marjorie Ann 
Warble on Dec. 30, 1950, at the 
Church of Christ in Kendallville, 
They were married for nearly 61 
years. 

His generation built America, and 
Strawser Brothers Construction was 
among, those local businesses that 
built Kendallville. Early on, Mr. 
Strawser and his brother’s company 
gained a reputation in northeast 
Indiana for quality contracting and 
construction, Two noteworthy 
projects are the Publix Shopping 
Center and the new Lutheran Home, 
now Lutheran Life Villages in 
Kendallville. 

They were hard-working, honest 
and reliable. Like so many of his 
generation, Mr. Strawser enjoyed an 
early morning cup of coffee and chat 
al a local restaurant before he went to 
work. 

Grandson Corey Smith loved 
hearing his grandfather tell stories 
about where life had taken him, 
especially when they involved 
fishing, Mr. Strawser enjoyed ice 
fishing. 

“He told me once he was fishing 
on ice so thin that a large piece broke 
off, carrying away one of his fishing 
buddies,” said Smith. The stray ice 
came to rest against other ice, and 
Mr. Strawser’s fishing buddy ran to 
shore. 

Smith recalled another time when 
his grandfather put his pipe in his 
coal pocket while ice fishing but 
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Sherman F. “The Pup” Strawser 


forgot to put it out. He smelled 
something burning and realized it was 
his coat. 

Mr. Strawser was known for his 
skill in working with concrete. Many 
of Kendallville’s sidewalks, curbs and 
putters and parts of streets, patios, 
driveways and basement floors were 
put in or replaced by Strawser 
Brothers Construction. 

“Many a time Sherm would show 
me the art of troweling cement,” said 
Steve Strawser. “It never took. He 
always seemed to be following up 
behind me, leveling the hills and 
valleys. had left in my path, but he 
would never get upset.” 

‘Smith recalled all the projects his 
grandfather helped him with around 
his house. 

“Grandpa was always the first to 
help and the last one standing beside 
me looking at the final project,” he 
said. 

In addition to ice fishing, Mr. 
Strawser enjoyed taking care of his 
yard and garden, working on his 
rental houses, plowing snow in the 
winter and, of course, pouring 
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built his community 
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concrete. 

He loved spending time with 
grandchildren and family, spending 
winters in Florida and fall family 
trips to northern Michigan. He was a 
member of the South Milford 
Church of Christ, the Francis 
Vinyard VFW Post 2749 and 
American Legion Post 86, both in 
Kendallville, and the Odd Fellows, 
also in Kendallville. In a poem he 
read at his father’s funeral, Chris 
Smith wrote: “To each of us he has 
loved and cared, and a family, be 
thankful for the good times we 
shared.” 

For Corey Smith, the sound of a 
Case tractor coming down the road 
will forever be associated with his 
grandfather. He spent many boyhood 
suminers at his grandfather’s house. 
Smith said, “I knew this sound 
meant I was going to be able to 
climb up in the cab, sit on his knee 
and carry out whatever task he had 
set out to do that day.”

Milford Cemetery with military 
honors.

father of the Auburn Cord 
Duesenberg Automobile 
Museum and National 
Automotive and Truck 
Museum, both in Auburn.

“He maintained that childlike love of 
discovery and research.”

John Martin Smith, a well-known attorney with two books published about DeKalb County history, was killed along with his wife in a 
crash Wednesday evening on Interstate 69. 


Smith, 72, who was the driver, and Barbara, 71, who went by Bobbie, were going south on I-69 at mile-marker 70 about 7 p.m., 


according to Indiana State Police, when their Lincoln sedan went out of control, spinning through the median and into the 
northbound lanes of the interstate. 


A tractor-trailer rig driven by David Johnson, 42, of Chicago rear-ended the Smiths’ car, police said. The Smiths were thrown from 


their car and died at the scene from injuries suffered in the crash, state police said. They were both wearing seat belts, but the 
impact of the crash caused their seats to break, police said. 


Johnson was not injured in the crash. Neither drugs nor alcohol is suspected as having contributed to the crash, police said. 


The crash was in Grant County near Van Buren. 


An antique cars buff, John Smith had been president of the Auburn Cord Museum in Auburn and the National Automotive & Truck 


Museum of the United States in Auburn. He had also been on the board of trustees of the Indiana Historical Society and DeKalb 
County Historian. 


A 1957 graduate of Butler High School, he received a Sagamore of the Wabash award from the governor of Indiana, and has 
published numerous books and articles on state and local history, including the book "Auburn: The Classic City, Indiana.”

in its history 


hen John Martin Smith and his 
W wife, Barbara “Bobbie” Smith, 

died in a highway crash 

Wednesday, DeKalb County 
suffered an irreplaceable loss. 

Over a career that spanned from the 
mid-1960s to this summer, the Smiths gave 
DeKalb County a sense of the unique 

character of its history. 

John Martin Smith, with his wife as his 
helper, led the way in saVing the remaining 
buildings of the Auburn Automobile Co. in 
Auburn. Under Smith’s leadership, they 
became the glittering Auburn Cord Duesen- 
berg Automobile Museum and the 
industrial-themed National Automotive and 
Truck Museum. 

In the early 1970s, when some factions 
wanted to erect a modern building as a 
museum to house classic Auburn-built cars, 
Smith insisted on tackling the harder task of 
restoring the Auburn Automobile Co. 
headquarters. Today, we know it was well 
worth the extra effort. 

Two decades later, Smith turned his 
attention to the crumbling but history-rich 
factory buildings behind the ACD Museum. 
He spearheaded the effort to turn them into 
a second high-quality museum for the city. 

For DeKalb County’s 150th anniversary 
in 1987, Smith fulfilled his longtime dream 
of writing a new history book about the 
county. His accumulated knowledge filled 
1,500 pages. 

Smith also wrote numerous smaller 
books about Auburn’s history and 
illustrated them with highlights from his 
massive collection of old photographs and 
postcards. 

He took special interest in Eckhart 
Public Library, across the street from his 
office, and its ties to the founding family of 
Auburn Automobile Co. 

He revered the handsome DeKalb 
County Courthouse, where he practiced . 
law, writing a pamphlet about its history 
and helping to celebrate its Centennial this 
year. 
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We appreciate the way Smith valued 
newspapers for their role in recording 
“instant history” that survives down through 
the decades. He spoke kinds words about 
our newspaper company at our centennial 
party just a few weeks ago. 

DeKalb County, northeastern Indiana 
and the entire state were blessed to have 
someone with Smith’s devotion to history. 

Other people may come close to 
matching Smith’s passion for local heritage, 
but he possessed a rare ability to translate it 
into forms that thousands of other people 
could enjoy. 

All of us are richer for having had John 
Martin Smith in our midst, and his 
community will miss him dearly.

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Trucker remembered

FREMONT — Maurice Stuckey’s 
nickname was “Push It” and his wife, 
Ilva, was known as “Pull It.” 

The couple received the names for 
being a longtime truck-driving team 
and it also reflected on their strong 
work ethic and sense of humor. 

Mr. Stuckey, 84, of Fremont, and 
formerly of Wauseon, Archbold, and 
Pettisville, Ohio, died Sept. 8, 2011 
at Parkview North Hospice, Fort 
Wayne, from bladder cancer. 

Family members pronounced his 
name “Morris,” even though it was 
spelled Maurice. He was born to 
Dennis Stuckey and Herma Rupp, 
who raised him in the rural 
Pettisville. 

On June 15, 1947, Mr. Stuckey 
married Ilva Schrock in Midland, 
Mich. They have six surviving 
children, Karen (Glen) Grieser of 
Hamilton, Ind.; Sandra (Bill) Fordley 
of Fort Worth, Texas; Debra (John) 
Leininger of Fayette, Ohio; Michael 
(Cheryl) Stuckey of Fremont; Randall 
(Sandra) Stuckey of Archbold; and 
Denise (Doug) Johnson of Fremont. 
Also surviving are eleven grandchil- 
dren; nine great-grandchildren, and 
three stepsisters and their families. 

Ilva said when she met her 
husband through family members, 
there never was a doubt they 
wouldn’t get married. “He said, ‘The 
first time I saw your mother, she was 
the most beautiful woman in the 
world and still is,” Denise Johnson, 
one of Mr. Stuckey’s daughters said. 
“Family and trips were always first. 
He made sure we got what we 
needed. He didn’t have a selfish bone 
in fiis"body.” 

Johnson said family and trips were 
big with her father. But his sense of 
humor always stood out. “We went 
out West and he had (someone) 
believing in jackalope milk,’ Johnson 
said. “Friends always said, “We’re 
jealous of you. We want your parents. 
They never yelled at you in front of 
your friends.’” 

Most of his adult life, Mr. Stuckey 
worked as an over-the-road truck

driver for Electra hauling insulation 
and had the distinction of driving 
more than 2 million miles without an 
accident. For that feat, he was 
honored. Ilva usually joined her 
husband on the open road, since both 
worked for Electra, and she helped 
him get that honor. “In the 1970s, 
women weren’t supposed to drive,” 
Ilva said. “CBers harassed me. I slept 
during the day and drove at night by 
choice. He was called a Mennonite 
with a crew cut.” 

Ilva said she eventually started 
calling herself “Lady Electra,” but 
she went on several long trips with 
her husband because the pay was 
decent and they had a large family. 

Following his retirement he 
assisted his son, Mike, at M&C 
Trenching and became a part of his 
new community in Fremont. Family 
said he had a knack for making 
people feel welcome, especially a 
black family, who moved to a 
predominantly white area. 

Ilva recalled her husband didn’t 
like the limelight and never wanted to 
be first. He always made sure his 
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family was fed first and always 
thought of others before himself. 
Even more so, Mr. Stuckey was 
known for teasing people, but not in a 
malicious way. “In the hospital, they 
asked if he had any pain,” Ilva said. 
“He said, “They’re all standing there 
(as he pointed at his family 
members).’” 

Mr. Stuckey liked taking home 
movies. He also liked breakfast time 
and biscuits and gravy. He also 
enjoyed cooking over an open fire — 
usually corn on the cob or pork 
chops. 

“TI remember dad as a caring dad, 
always there when we needed him,’ 
Deb Leininger, one of his daughters, 
said. “We didn’t have a lot of money, 
but you would never have known it 
from dad. I remember Sundays were 
always family day. We played games 
or went to someone’s house to play 
kickball.” 

Leininger said one Christmas, the 
holiday was placed on hold because 
her parents were out helping a family 
get medicine for their sick child. But 
the Stuckey family home was always 
open to anyone in need and it bustled 
with activity. 

“Dad was always there when I 
needed him and no job was too big or 
too small for him,” said one of his 
daughters, Sandi Fordley. “My 
children knew when grandpa spoke ~ 
— that was the law — and he never 
raised a hand to them.” 

Church was a major part of his 
life. At a young age, Mr. Stuckey 
was a member of the West Clinton 
Mennonite Church. Eventually, he 
taught Sunday school for many 
years. His current membership was 
with the Fremont Community 
Church, where he served as an elder. 
“My dad lived for his churches,” 
Leininger said. “No matter what 
town he lived in, he found a church 
to suit his needs and put his whole 
heart in serving the Lord. His life 
reflected on that through the way he 
lived and the way he loved mom and 
his kids.”

AUBURN — The final journey 
for John Martin Smith and his 
wife, Bobbie, began in one historic 
building they helped save and 
passed through another.

John Martin Smith, 72, 
and Bobbie Smith, 71, died 
Wednesday in a car-semi 
collision on I-69 north of 
Marion. Mr. Smith had 
planned Tuesday’s funeral 
service 15 years earlier. 

The Rev. Mitchell Kruse 
spoke at their funeral in the 
Auburn Cord Duesenberg 
Automobile Museum’s main 
ballroom. He told hundreds 
of mourners how the Smiths 
— he from Butler and she 
from Plainfield — met at a 
sorority-fraternity dance at 
Indiana University in 
Bloomington. 

In 1965 they moved to 
Auburn, “a community that 
he and Bobbie would change 
forever,’ Kruse said. 

“This community knew 
John and Bobbie as 
restorers” of historic 
buildings, Kruse said. “I 
knew them as restorers of 
people.” 

Mr. Smith constantly 
gave money to people in 
need and helped many 
Amish schools with legal 
issues, Kruse said. 

“John would go out and 


help my dad with his legal 
problems for free,” Kruse 
added. 

Mrs. Smith “had the 
library of a seminarian” on 
religious topics, Kruse said. 
He spoke about his faith 
often with staff members, 
who described Smith as “an 
excellent example of how we 
all should live.” 

“We weren’t just drawn to 
John Martin and Bobbie, we 
drawn to Christ in John Martin 
and Bobbie,” Kruse said. 

Kruse said it is clear how 
the couple “poured their 
lives” into their three 
children and six grandchil- 
dren. i 

One granddaughter, 
Kendyl, delivered a personal 
prayer and another, Katie, 
sang a song in honor of the 
couple. 

Other grandchildren 
joined their parents in 
demonstrating an inherited 
gift for words. 

Creager Smith said his 
parents lived with a sense of 
what is truly important — 
family, friends and service to 
individuals in need. 

“My Dad was my biggest 
hero,’ said Thompson Smith, 


who practices law with his 
father. 

Other family members 
and friends joined in the 
chorus of praise and 
memories, many of them 
humorous and often 
involving Mr. Smith’s love 
of old automobiles. 

Speakers recalled how 
Mr. Smith instigated a 
climbing of Butler’s water 
tower when he was a high 
school senior and acciden- 
tally ran over a pig with his 
father’s farm truck, — 
concealing the mishap for 
years. 

Only six weeks ago, the 
Smiths completed the 
Auburn Cord Duesenberg 
Festival Hoosier Tour for the 
first time in four attempts, 
driving to Winchester and 
back in their 1919 Auburn 
automobile. 

“(John’s) grin was from 
ear to ear’ afterward, said 
Belva Meyer, who 
organizes the annual trip 
for classic cars. 

“JMS and Bobbie had a 
great deal more to do in their 
lives,” said Larry Dent, a 
former executive director of 
the National Automotive and 
Truck Museum. 

“Auburn wouldn’t be the 
same without John Martin 
and Bobbie,” said Dean V. 
Kruse. “I know by seeing 
some of his plans that he 
wasn’t finished.” He 
expressed hope that others 
would carry on the Smiths’ 
visions for Auburn. 

The service ended with a 
song chosen in advance by 
Mr. Smith, “My Way” sung 
by Elvis Presley.

Sandy Matera led United Way for more than 20 years

AUBURN — Sandra Mafera cared 
about her community and worked 
throughout her life to make Auburn a 
better place. 

Mrs. Mafera, 71, died May 31 at 
Indiana University Goshen Hospital 
in Goshen.

When new 
residents moved to Auburn, Mafera 
was the first person they met in her 
position as a volunteer for Welcome 
Wagon. She’d stop over, drop off a 


few items and introduce herself to the 
newcomers. 
“There were a few times I 


remember sitting in the car, and she’s 


inside talking,” her son, Tony Mafera, 
said. “Her job was to make new 
people feel comfortable coming to 
town.” 

His mother certainly knew how to 
talk to people, Tony Mafera said, 
which he believes is why she had a 
knack for raising money for a bevy of 
service organizations. From 
transforming an old, dusty church 
into a thriving senior social center, to 
serving as director of the United Way 
of DeKalb County for more than 20 
years, his mother was able to make a 
real difference in her community. 

“One of the things about her is she 
had a very good ability to deal with 
people,” Tony Mafera said. “She 
knew how to go and connect with 
people and engage them, no matter 
where they were at and in whatever 
situation. From the farm to the 
boardroom, she had that ability. The 
good thing is that it worked for not 
only her, but for the community.” 

Tony Mafera said his mother only 
took jobs she believed in and had a 
passion for, including a stint as a 
radio reporter for a local station, a job 
at the chamber of commerce and 
organizing a nonprofit group of 
enterprising Auburn women. 

“She involved herself in her job, 
and she believed in her cause,’ Tony 
Mafera said. “It was a part of her. 
Most people put a check in the box 
and get the job done — she put 
herself into her work.”

away from Auburn, but she continued

Clarence 
Schmuck built 
many race cars

KENDALLVILLE — He was a 
legend in the area stock car racing 
world, a family man and an unofficial 
greeter at Walmart in Kendallville who 
enjoyed talking to people. 

Clarence Charles Schmuck, 93, of 
Kendallville died Saturday, Oct. 8, 
2011, but his legacy lives on with those 
who remember his auto mechanic skills 
and car racing know how. 

“The older he got, the better he got 
as a mechanic,” said Harold Uhl Jr., 
who remembered as a 16-year-old 
working after school with Mr. Schmuck 
in the Schmuck and Uhl Garage. Uhl’s 
father, Harold Uhl, and Schmuck 
owned the service station and garage at 
122-129 W. William St. The building is 
still there, but no longer is a garage. 

“He was pretty good. When he took 
apart an engine and put it back 
together, it was better than it was,’ Uhl 
said. 

Mr. Schmuck’s career in automobile 
mechanics began in 1941 with the Uhl 
Oil Co. In 1962, he joined Harold Uhl, 
and they owned and operated Schmuck 
and Uhl Garage. He also worked for a 
time for Campbell Chevrolet as a — 
mechanic and service manager. 

“Dad built his first race car engine 
while working for Campbell 
Chevrolet,’ recalled Mr. Schmuck’s 
son, LeRoy. It was a six-cylinder 
Chevrolet at a time when most 
everyone used Ford flathead V-8 
engines for racing. “I remember it sat 
on the floor next to his tool cabinet, and 
he would pour gasoline in the 
carburetor, start it, and show people 
how good it sounded.”

Mr. Schmuck started racing and 
building stock cars in 1953 and owned 
multiple championship cars. Many 
well-known area drivers raced in his 
cars, including Jesse Yates, Mike Kline, 
Joe Wallace, Howard Bice, Ken 
Bodenhafer, Hugh Eshelman and Cecil 
Wells. They raced all over in his cars at 
tracks such as the Noble County 
Fairgrounds, Avilla Motor Speedway, 
Angola Speedway and the Baer Field 
Raceway. 

LeRoy recalled how his father and a 
friend pooled their money and bought a 
used race car from Ray Kline. They 
repainted it with a 4-inch paint brush 
and installed the Chevy engine in it. 
Cecil Wells drove it in races at the 
fairgrounds and Bryan, Ohio. 

Schmuck also test-drove his race 
cars as quietly as he could on Noble 
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County’s back roads. “There was Ico5 
traffic back then,” remembered LeRoy. 

The Rev. Sam Weimer, who 
presided over Mr. Schmuck’s funeral, 
was one of his drivers. 

“More than once he made me a race 
car motor,’ said Weimer. “It didn’t 
matter if we finished second or third in 
a race and didn’t get the checkered flag, 
he wanted to know why. He gave many 
of us young guys a boost to help us 
along in our passion for racing.” 

Mr. Schmuck was proud of those 
who drove his cars. He kept a 
scrapbook of his drivers’ races. He was 
inducted into the Stock Car Racing 
Hall of Fame at the Avilla Motor 
Speedway and the Angola Speedway. 
After 33 years of racing, Schmuck 
retired from the sport in 1986. 

He enjoyed watching NASCAR and 
driver Mark Martin’s team. He knew 
Martin when his racing career was 
getting started in the area. 

After his retirement, he developed a 
love for painting — particularly old 
antique saws, said his daughter, Brenda 
Conrad. He liked woodworking, and 
made several grandfather clocks, 
including a completed clock he donated 
to an auction in support of the Noble 
County Council on Aging. 

Mr. Schmuck became an “unoffi- 
cial” greeter at the Walmart store in 
Kendallville. He often sat in the entry 
area to pass the time and made many 
friends, said Conrad. The manager gave 
him a special Walmart hat. 

Mr. Schmuck and his wife, Dalia 
Virginia Freed Schmuck, enjoyed 
nearly 58 years together. She preceded 
him in death in August 1999.

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Dale Nickols was heroic, compassionate

HAMILTON — Dale Nickols was 
an auctioneer, a businessman, a 
fisherman, a talker, and active with 
veterans. 

Mr. Nickols died Oct. 16 at his 
Hamilton home. He was 90. 

Mr. Nickols was the co-owner of 
Hamilton Real Estate and Auction 
Services. He was known as a 
trustworthy businessman. His son, 
Randy Nickols, worked along side his 
father for 45 years. “We only had one 
argument (during that time) and it was 
a disagreement,’ Randy said. “We’ve 
been together so long we knew each 
other’s thoughts. He was my dad, my 
mentor, my partner, and one of my 
best friends. There wasn’t anything we 
couldn’t discuss.” 

Randy said his father was a 
“compassionate businessman,’ who 
auctioned off a little bit of everything 
over the years, including a box of 
condoms. At one time, they ran a 
Saturday night auction house, Nickols 
Auction Barn, that closed in 1986 
because Randy said it became difficult 
to find good merchandise. 

Mr. Nickols was born Aug. 10, 
1921 in Hamilton to John and Callie 
(Dangler) Nickols. After graduating 
from Hamilton High School, Mr. 
Nickols worked for the railroad 
putting in ties, hammering and driving 
spikes. During that time, he also 
farmed with his grandfather with 
horses. 

Mr. Nickols was a U.S. Army 
veteran who served in World War II. 
Randy said he refused to get a 
deferment for working on the railroad 
because he wanted to serve his 
country. Mr. Nickols was wounded in 
battle and was awarded a Purple Heart 
and two Bronze Stars.

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Jack Reidenbach: an honest, fair man

WAWAKA — Jack Edward 
Reidenbach was known by family, 
friends and those who had dealings 
with him as an honest and fair man. 

He was a hard-working farmer who 
served in Noble County government as 
recorder, auditor and a member of the 
Noble County Council. 

He was a Christian, a legendary 
disciplinarian, a Detroit Tigers fan and 
loved his family. 

Reidenbach, 89, of Wawaka, died 
Sunday, Oct. 16, 2011, but his legacy 
lives on through his family and those 
who knew him. 

“Jack was a good man,” said Louis 
Lash, who served for 
more than 30 years on 
the Indiana Farm 
Bureau board of 
directors with Reiden- 
bach. Lash was 
president and Reiden- 
bach was vice 
president. Lash 
recalled a time when 
former President Bill 
Clinton wanted to 
nationalize all the 
waterways. 

“Five of us, including Jack, got a 
petition together and helped stop it,’ he 
said. “Jack was well-known and well- 
liked in Elkhart Township, and that’s 
why I asked him to serve on the board. 
He was an outstanding board member.” 

Phil Reidenbach described his 
father as a very principled man. 

“He truly believed in the Golden 
Rule. I never witnessed him treat a 
single person any different than he 
would want to be treated,’ he said. His 
father farmed ground for other people 
on shares. “He always made sure to 
give them their fair share,’ said Phil 
Reidenbach. 

Reidenbach was elected to the 
office of Noble County auditor and 
Noble County recorder over a 12-year 
period. He also served on the Noble 
County Council, and was an Elkhart 
Township trustee. He was one of the 
few Democrats who could get elected 
in Noble County and did not care 
about other people’s politics while in 
office, but cared deeply while at the 
coffee shop, according to his son Phil. 

“Many people can share the stories

about coffee-shop politics and farming 
they had at the coffee shop with Dad,” 
he said. 

His son, John, said his father was 
jokingly nicknamed “Landslide Jack,” 
because his elections to office were 
always close. 

John remembered growing up on 
the farm, where Jack Reidenbach 
raised 600 to 700 acres of corn and 
soybeans and had a herd of about 30 
Guernsey Cows. 

“Cows and work came first before 
breakfast. Work before play,” said 
John. 

Another task for the Reidenbach 
family without question was attending 


church on Sunday mornings. John said, 


“Dad insisted we went to church 
together as a family, no question about 
it.’ Phil Reidenbach said. He added 
that his father never preached to 
anyone, but was the kind of man who 
made others want to follow Christ 
because of his actions. 

He loved his four children and 
grandchildren. 

“Mom and dad supported us in all 
of our school activities, and in 4-H,” 
said John. The young grandchildren 
would end up on their grandfather’s 
lap after a rib tickle, and then he 
would pretend to struggle lifting them 
to exaggerate their weight.

punish his children for misbehaving. 

“He never raised his voice or used 
unkind words. Dad only had to tell us 
that what we did had disappointed 
him. We never wanted to be a 
disappointment to Dad,” said Phil. 

Reidenbach helped his parents, 
Edward Clayton and Opha Reiden- 
bach, on the farm while growing up. 

“When dad started helping my 
grandfather, they farmed with a horse. 
When he got his first tractor while in 
high school, Dad thought he had the 
tiger by the tail on that thing,” recalled 
John. 

Jack and Mary Reidenbach enroved 
many winters together in Tavares, Fla., 
and loved fishing there. They belonged 
to the 500 Card Club in Noble County 
for 63 years. Jack was a member of 
the Noble County Gas and Steam 
Association, and an avid Detroit 
Tigers fan.

‘who enjoyed life to the fullest’

ANGOLA — Kent Mahnesmith 
was known as a dedicated runner, 
gifted attorney, devoted husband, 
father and friend, who enjoyed his 
short life to the fullest.

Lucille Hardy 
never wanted 
anyone to sulfer

AUBURN — Lucile Hardy was 
one busy woman, helping anyone and 
everyone who needed it. But no 
matter how busy, she always had time 
for her family. 

Hardy, 91, died at the home of her 
daughter on Oct. 17. 

Born to Edgar and Bessie Barley, 
Hardy was a lifelong resident of 
Auburn. She graduated from Auburn 
High School in 1937 and married 
fellow Auburn resident Richard Eldon 
Hardy in 1940. 

After attending International 
Business College in Fort Wayne, Mrs. 
Hardy had three children and became 
a stay-at-home mother. Only she 
didn’t stay at home very often, said 
son Robert Hardy. 

“She was pretty busy,” he said. “I 
don’t know how she did it all — but 
she did.” 

Robert Hardy said his mother was 
known for her charity work. From 
serving as a volunteer at the DeKalb 
County American Red Cross for more 
than 50 years to helping as a Girl 
Scout leader and working at the 
county’s first-aid center and food 
pantry, if there was someone in need 
of helping, Mrs. Hardy was there. 

“T don’t think she was ever 
overwhelmed by anything,” daughter 
Carol Ann Payton said. “She’d get 
calls in the middle of the night, and it 
never bothered her. She never wanted 
anyone to suffer — ever.” 

In addition to volunteering at the 
Red Cross, son Richard Hardy said, 
his mother served as the agency’s 
director for six years. She retired at

the age of 79. 

Her favorite part of the job was 
helping families through the DeKalb 
County Christmas Bureau, which was 
sponsored by the Red Cross, Robert 
Hardy said. 

“When she worked out at the 
Christmas Bureau, they’d send people 
down from (my job), and they’d 
always come back saying they had a 
hard time keeping up with her,” 
Robert Hardy said. “She had one 
speed — faster.” 

Other service groups Mrs. Hardy 
assisted include DeKalb County 
Focus on Health, DeKalb County 
Extension Homemakers, Auburn 
Women’s Club and Auburn Order of 
the Eastern Star. She received the 
Jefferson Award for her public service 
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in 1999 and was named DeKalb 
County Volunteer of the Year in 1998. 

“When she was younger, about 12 
or 13, she wanted to be a missionary 
in Africa,’ Robert Hardy said. “She 
never made it, but she worked to 
make her little corner of the world a 
better place, instead.” 

She didn’t help only those in and 
around Auburn, either. Payton said 
her mother often put together tray 
favors for patients in the area. She 
would decorate the cards with poems 
or other embellishments and deliver 
them to the veterans’ hospitals in Fort 
Wayne and Warren and to nursing 
homes in Auburn. 

“She loved doing that for people 
who may not have been able to go 
home and visit their families on 
holidays,” Payton said. 

Mrs. Hardy also had plenty of 
time for her church, her children said. 

A lifelong member of Auburn 
United Methodist church, she served 
on the church’s mission commission 
and the church board, led Sunday 
School classes and was the Wesleyan 
Circle chairperson. She received the 
church’s Special Recognition from 
United Methodist Women award for 
her dedication to the church. 

“She was one of a kind,” Richard 
Hardy said. 

Through it all, Mrs. Hardy’s 
children said, despite being busier 
than most, she never missed a 
baseball game, a band performance or 
any other of her children’s — or 
grandchildren’s — activities. - 

From her famous fried chicken 
dinners on Sunday to family 
shopping trips to Fort Wayne’s Wolf 
& Dessauer, his mother always 
made time for family, Richard 
Hardy said. 

“She was quite busy, but she was 
always there when we needed her,” 
Robert Hardy said. “If there were 
more people like her, the world 
would be a better place.”

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Fremont woman was known for 
toughness, stressed self reliance

. FREMONT — Carol Lynn Haines 

(Gorman) stressed self-reliance, 

responsibility and was known for 

toughness. 

Mrs. Haines died at her home Sept. 
25 from complications of Lou 
Gehrig’s disease. She was 72. 

Mrs. Haines was born Dec. 17, 
1938, to Joseph and Molly Teeter 
(Ditmars) in Hammond. 

Her four sons were David Gorman 
(Kim Roudebush), Timothy Gorman 
and Todd Gorman (Constance 
Sparkman), all from Snow Lake, and 
Matthew Gorman of Big Otter Lake. 
She also had six grandchildren and 
one great-grandson. 

She has a sister, Susan Kay 
Griesmann (Teeter) and a brother, 
Daniel Lee Teeter, both from Illinois 
and two brothers, Jerry and Patrick, 
who preceded her in death. 

_ “She was her mother’s Christmas 
carol,” said Todd Gorman, one of her 
sons. “She was born the week before 
Christmas.” 

Todd recalled his mother’s ALS 
was diagnosed four years ago, but she 
never let it conquer her. 

“She lived a real independent life. 
She decreased so quickly. The disease 
rendered her unable to speak. She 
carried around a box she typed into,” 
Todd said. 

When she was a teenager, her 
father was killed in an accident. Mrs. 
Haines quit high school to help her 
family. 

She met and married Franklin 
Gorman after the two were introduced 
on a blind date. They were married 25 
years. Franklin worked 25 years for 
B&O Railroad as an engineer. He 
retired in 1996 and died in 1997. 

Eventually, Mrs. Haines returned to 

school and earned her high school 
.liploma right after her oldest son, 
David, graduated. Todd was in a 
serious accident, and his mother 


decided she wanted to become a nurse 
to help care for him and others. 

Mrs. Haines was in her 40s when 
she graduated from Purdue University 
with a degree in nursing. She worked 
as a registered nurse in intensive care, 
first at Parkview Hospital, and eventu- 
ally retired from working at DeKalb 
Memorial Hospital. 

Mrs. Haines was a 
retired registered 
nurse, and she 
enjoyed being a 
substitute teacher 
after her retirement. 

“She was tough. If 
you crossed her, she 
didn’t have a problem 
with discipline,’ Todd Mrs. Haines 
said. “She was never 
at a loss for words.” 

She was an avid gardener, quilter 
and a huge sports fan, especially 
loving the Chicago Bears, Boston 
Celtics and Indiana University basket- 
ball. Earlier this year, one of her sons, 
David, took her to Indianapolis to take 
in a basketball game between the 
Celtics and Indiana Pacers. Because 
she was a gardener, Mrs. Haines often 
canned what she grew. 

“She enjoyed it. She canned a lot. 
One of my favorites was her chili 
sauce. We made a batch in 2002,” 
Todd said. 

Faith was important to Mrs. 
Haines. She was heavily involved in 
the Garrett United Methodist Church 
when she attended services there. 
When she moved to Fremont, she 
became a dedicated member of the 
Fremont United Methodist Church. 

“She had a strong network of 
friends (at the church),” Todd said and 
added his mother was also a member 
of the ladies’ quilting group. “She sold 
her house and moved to Snow Lake in 
the mid-1990s. She lived on the lake 
for four or five years and moved to 
Fremont.” 

Todd said it’s likely his mother was 
the state’s first female Cub Scout 
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leader. 

“She decided to make it happen. 
She was never afraid of a challenge. 
She had a woodworking shop in her 
garage. She made an apparatus over 
the pontoon for the winter,’ Todd said. 
“She had a table saw. She’d change 
her own oil. She was used to being 
resourceful. She’d sew clothes.” 

His mother was happiest when she 
was around family or attending their 
sporting events. 

“She was very strict and stern 
about responsibility. She had written a 
letter to President (Barack) Obama 
and had been adamant about sending 
it. She understood the difficulty of 
lower-income people, but was opposed 
to handouts. She thought it’d be a 
horrible thing to do,” Todd said and 
added his mother always stressed the 
importance of self-reliance. 

Griesmann, Mrs. Haines’ sister, 
said despite an 11-year age difference 
between her and her older sister, the 
pair bonded when Griesmann was in 
middle school. 

“T got close to my sister in middle 
school. I lived with her and and family 
for a summer. My all-time (impres- 
sion) of her was of her inner strength 
to face (adversity), Griesmann said. 
“T was 9 months old when my father 
died, and my sister became my 
caregiver.’ 

Griesmann recalled she went with 
her sister and their family to Pokagon 
State Park one summer to camp. In 
turn, Griesmann helped care for her 
young nephews and even helped bathe 
some of the boys in tubs on the back 
of the car. 

Eventually, Griesmann married and 
moved away to Colorado, but returned 
to the area in 1989. 

“T-got to spend more time with her. 
I was blessed to be a caregiver of her 
at the end of her life. She was a 
special lady,’ Griesmann said.

WATERLOO — Gunshots early 
Thursday moming left a Waterloo 
police officer wounded, one of his 
suspected attackers dead and a 
second suspect suffering from 
multiple gunshot wounds.

At 6:02 
a.m., police radio traffic said 
shots had been fired at that 
location. 

Galaviz said officers 
responding to the rear of the 
home on Center Street found 
Hardiek and King lying next 
to each other on the ground. 
He said the pair refused to 
comply with commands 
given by police, and police 
used a TASER stun gun in 
an attempt to get them to 
follow orders. 

“At that point, the male 
displayed a firearm and 
pointed it at officers,” 
Galaviz said. 

Police then shot, hitting 
both suspects. 

Galaviz said he did not 
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know if Hardick fired his 
gun at the officers who 
found him behind the Center 
Street house. He also was 
not sure how many times 
police officers shot at the 
two suspects, but said it 
appeared to be multiple 
times. 

According to police radio 
traffic, at 6:23 a.m. first 
responders radioed to 
DeKalb Health that they 
would be rushing to the 
hospital with a woman 
suffering from multiple 
gunshot wounds, mostly in 
the chest area. 

At 6:27 a.m., the Auburn 
Fire Department was called 
to bring bolt cutters to the 
hospital emergency room to 
assist in removing 
handcuffs from King, so she 
could be treated more 
easily. 

Investigators do not know 
which of the suspects shot 
Brady. 

“Tn the future we hope to 
know that,” Galaviz said late 
Thursday afternoon. Once 
Brady’s health improves, he 
might be able to tell investi- 
gators who shot him, 
Galaviz said. He added that 
if King survives, she, too, 
would be interviewed about 
who shot Brady.

WATERLOO —~ When DeKalb 
County Council member Janet 
Ordway turned on the 6 a.m. news 
Thursday, it frightened her. 

The longtime Waterloo resident 
saw a report that Waterloo Deputy 
Marshal Stephen Brady had been 
shot in the face while on duty in 
the town at about 3 that morning. 

Ordway remembered waking up 
a few hours earlier to police cars 
with sirens racing past her 
residence on South 
Wayne Street in 
Waterloo. Ordway 
assumed it was 
because of a bad 
accident or a 
house fire. 

Instead, the 
rush was part of a 
search for Brady's 
attackers that 
included about 10 
northeast Indiana police agencies. 
It ended when police shot two 
suspects, killing one of them, 
behind a home in the 200 block of 
South Center Street. 

“I feared for the town,” Ordway 
said. “AU I could think about was 
how tragic this was for the town 
and for the officer’s family. | was 
frightened for everyone.” 

Waterloo Marshal Jay 
Oberholtzer called Watcrloo Town 
Council president Candi Surber at 
approximately 6 a.m. to tel] her 
about the incident. She took hot 
coffee to the first responders. 

“My heart just aches for Steve 
and Jan,” Surber said about the 
Bradys. 

Waterloo Councilman Nathan 
Diehl found out about the incident 
at 6:30 a.m. through a phone call 
from a friend. 

Diehl said he noticed increased 
police traffic, and thought he heard 
punshots. But, Dich! said he lives 
on a well-traveled street. It could 
have been anything. 

“My heart goes out to Steve

(Brady),” Diehl said. “f don’t think 
I would have the guts to put my 
life on the line every day like he 
does in his job. Steve really cares 
about the town and its people. | 
look forward to him getting 
better.” 

For longtime town resident and 
councilman Bill Hubartt, a 3 a.m. 
phone call from his son, a 
Waterloo firefighter, alerted him to 
what was going on. 

Hubartt said the shootings are a 
tragedy unlike anything he 
remembers occurring 1n Waterloo. 

“This shows how dangerous 
police work really is” he said. 
“You just never know what's going 
to happen. This officer was doing 
his job, and look what happened. I 
don’t ever remember a police 
officer ever being shot in Waterloo 
before.” 

Surber said she was stunned by 
the news, but said incidents like 
this show small-town Indiana is 
not immune to violence. 

“This stuff hits all of us, 
unfortunately,” Surber said. “The 
world is different.” 

DeKalb Central School Corp. 
Superintendent Sherry Grate 
issued a statement Thursday 
morning about how the incident 
affected school operations. 

“Beginning carly this morning, 
we were in constant communica- 
tion with local law enforcement 
regarding the news of a shooting 
in Waterloo,” Grate’s statement 
said. “We were prepared to 
execute our emergency response 
protocols 10 protect our students. 
Information was promptly 
received indicating that law 
enforcement had secured the 
suspects. At that time it was 
determined that it was safe to, 
conduct school on a normal 
schedule. DeKalb Central famili” 
were informed of the situation — 
through our Alert Now messagin- 
system. At no time was there any 
evidence that any student safety 
was compromised.”

ASHLEY — The coincidence is 
compelling. 

Julie Marie Brand King was bom Oct. 
2. 1979. She is married. lives in Ashley 
and works second shift at Rieke Corp. in 
Hamilton. She has two children and two 
stepchildren. 

The area’s other Julie Marie Brand 
King was born Oct. 3. 1978. She lives in 
Aubum. Thursday. she 
was shot by police in 
Waterloo after a three- 
hour manhunt that began 
when either she or the 
man she was with, Ralph 
Hardiek. shot Waterloo 
Deputy Marshal Stephen 
Brady in the face. 

Brady and King 
remained hospitalized 
Friday morning. Hardiek 
was killed by police after pointing a 
handgun at them. 

When police attempted to contact next 
of kin about the incident Thursday, an 
Indiana State Police officer called the 
mother of Julie King. He called the wrong 
one. 

Fortunately, Julie King of Ashley was 
at her mother’s home when the 10 a.m. 
call came, and she answered it herself. 

“I was at her house wrapping 
Christmas presents.” King said Friday 
moming. As for her mother. she said. “I 
can’t imagine what she would have 
thought if she had taken the call.” 

The officer spoke direcily. 

“He was looking for the next of kin for 
Julie Brand King.” the other Julie Brand 
King said.

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But King said she wasn’t alarmed or as 
shocked as she might have been. She 
previously had received mail for the other 
Julie King. When the other King was 
arrested and her name showed up in the 
news a year or so ago. co-workers at 
Rieke were shocked when the innocent 
Julie King came to work the next day. 

“Everybody said. “Oh my gosh, I 
thought vou were in jail.” she recalled. 

So the police officer's call Friday did 
not stun her. 

“I knew which Julie he was talking 
about,” she said. 

The officer seemed to know there were 
two Julie Kings, too. she said. 

When she hung up the phone. the 
weight of what had happened hit her. 

“It was kind of overwhelming.” King 
said. “I was almost in tears.” 

Once she settled down, she said the 
call actually became helpful. She was able 
to notify her workplace and some family 
members. But she was not able to get to 
all of her family before the shooting 
victim’s name was released. 

“My aunt was very worried.” Julie 
King said. “She thought I had been 
kidnapped.” 

King has a 4-year-old son, and she had 
a little talk with him about what he might 
hear on television or on the radio. 

“I told him mommy’s name is in the 
news. but she didn’t do anything wrong.” 
she said. 

King said she wishes good fortune for 
the woman who shares her name. 

“I hope she gets her life back together,” 
King said. “I hope the best for her. I hope 
she makes it.” 

As far as she knows, she said, she and 
the other Julie King are not related.

A lifelong 
resident of St. Joe, Bevington attended 
Riverdale Elementary School and 
graduated from Eastside High School 
in 1975. 

It was in the halls of high school 
where Bevington met his future wife, 
Jacalyn. The pair were married Dec. 
30, 1977, in Butler and raised two 
daughters, Rachel and Jessie, who both 
also attended Eastside. 

“He really loved it here,’ Mrs. 
Bevington said. “We could have 
moved, but we chose to stay here.” 

According to Mrs. Bevington and 
Pastor Stuart Kruse at the couple’s 
church, County Line Church of God, 
Mr. Bevington was very passionate 
about his relationship with Christ. He 
was involved in the church in several 
ways, including serving in church 
leadership roles, leading Sunday Bible 
studies and singing in the church choir. 

Kruse remembers a class Bevington 
led titled “An Ordinary Day with 
Jesus,’ about ways to experience Jesus 
in everyday life. 

“He did an awesome job leading it,” 
Kruse said. “I think he always had a 
heart to reach out to people in the 
name of Christ.” 

In addition to serving his church, 
Mr. Bevington was a faithful husband 
and father. Mrs. Bevington said both 


their daughters were “daddy’s girls” 
and they both, by all accounts, had 
their father wrapped around their little 
fingers. 

“God was his first priority, but his 
family definitely came second,’ Mrs. 
Bevington said. 

Kruse echoed her sentiment. 

“One of the things that I admired 


him the most about was his love for his 


wife and his total devotion to being the 
father that God wanted him to be,” 
Kruse said. 

During the high school football 
season, when Mr. Bevington wasn’t in 
church, working or hanging out with 
his family, everyone knew where to 
find him — at the Eastside football 
games. 

Mr. Bevington was a member of the 
1974 Eastside team that compiled an 
8-1 record, losing only to Leo in the 
final game of the season. Mr. 
Bevington was named to the all-area 
team the same year, which earned him 
a space on the Eastside Wall of Fame. 

Once the couple’s oldest daughter 
began at Eastside, the family attended 
more and more games until they 
recently made it a habit to attend both 
home and away games. 

Kruse said there was no denying 
Mr. Bevington was an avid Blazer fan. 
“He and I talked sports once in a 
while — and being a DeKalb guy, of 
course, he liked to give me a little 

ribbing,’ Kruse said. 

When Eastside organized a 25-year 
reunion of the 1974 team, her husband 
jumped at the chance to dust off his 
old, green-and-white varsity letter 
jacket to wear to the homecoming 
game, Mrs. Bevington said.

WATERLOO — A Waterloo 
deputy marshal shot in the line of 
duty early Thursday morning 
continues to show improvement in 
the intensive care unit at an area 
hospital, according to Waterloo 
Marshal Jay Oberholtzer. 

Deputy Marshal 
Stephen Brady, 47, 
was shot in the 
face at approxi- 
mately 3 a.m. 
Thursday at the 
intersection of 
Railroad and 
Center streets in 
the town. Police 
believe either 
Ralph Hardiek, 41, 
or Julie King, 33, both of Auburn, 
shot Brady after he responded to a 
call about motorists in need of 
assistance. 

Hardiek was shot and killed by 
police at 6:02 a.m. Thursday after 
pointing a gun at officers while he 
was hiding with King behind a 
house in the 200 block of South 
Center Street. 

King was critically injured in 
the incident, and she also is

hospitalized in intensive care. 

Monday afternoon, Oberholtzer 
said Brady still is not breathing on 
his own, but he has been taken off 
a ventilator and is now breathing - 
with the assistance of a 
tracheotomy. The ventilator was 
removed in advance of surgery 
Brady is facing this week to repair 
his jaw. 

The bullet that struck Brady 
entered below his left eye and 
exited near his right earlobe and 
jaw, the marshal said last week.

The Indiana State Police 
investigation into Thursday's 
shootings continues. DeKalb 
County Sheriff Don Lauer 
said no one had been 
charged as of Monday. 

“Tt’s still under investiga- 
tion,” Lauer said. 

“This gives us time to 
complete a thorough investi- 
gation,’ he added. 

Lauer’s department is 


assisting state police in the 
investigation. 

Officers from the sheriff’s 
department are not watching 
King. As of Monday 
morning, Lauer said his 
understanding was that King 
was alive, but was in critical 
condition. 

“There is security at the 
hospital,” Lauer said. 
“There is security for Steve 
Brady.” 
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Lauer said King has not 
been placed under arrest 
because she is not a flight 
risk at this time, and to help 
the county avoid paying any 
medical costs associated 
with her hospital stay.

“This is nothing 
compared to losing your 
children when they are 
little.” she said. 

Ford said she moved back 
to Indiana and tricd to find 
information on her sons by 
contacting schools and 
through relatives, but she 
learned little. 

From conversations with 
her son later in life, she 
learned Ralph grew up ina 
difficult home where 
alcoholism was an issue, she 
said. As a youngster, he was 
moved from state to state 
and at some point ended up 
in Utah. He ran away at II 
and Was sent to a youth 
detention center, 

“He was damaged when 
he was very young,” Ford 
said. 

Ford regained custody of 
Ralph again in Indiana for 
approximately a year when 
he was 14, but he got in 
more trouble and was sent 
back to Utah. 

Ford did not see him 
from the time he was 15 
until April 2009, more than 
20 years later. 

The rest of his early years 
were spent either in youth 
centers or foster homes. 
When he was 17, he struck 
out on his own. 

“He chose to live on the 
streets,” Ford said. “That's 
when the involvement with 
drugs started, I'm sure.” 

By the time he was 17 or 
18, Hardick was serving his 


first sentence in adult prison. 
There would be more. 

¢ On July 25, 1989, he 
was sentenced to prison in 
Utah on a charge of 
mayhem, a second-degree 
felony. According to Utah 
criminal code 6-15-105, 
“Every person who 
unlawfully and intentionally 
deprives a human being of a 
member of his body, or 
disables or renders it useless, 
or who cuts out or disables 
the tongue, puts out an eyc, 
or slits the nose, ear, or lip is 
guilty of mayhem.” 

¢ On Aug. 17, 1994, he 
was sentenced in Utah on a 
charge of aggravated posses- 
sion of a dangerous weapon 
at a correctional facility. 

* On Novy. 10, 2004, he 
was sentenced in Boonville 
County, Idaho, on a charge 
of possession of a controlled 
substance. 

In April 2009, Ford got a 
call from her son, He wanted 
to know if he could come to 
Indiana and live with her. 
Ford jumped at the chance, 
though some friends and 
family members cautioned 
her about bringing a man 
with a history of violence 
into her home. 

Ford took six months off 
work just to get to know her 
son again. Ford’s husband 
also welcomed Hardiek, and 
the two worked out together 
ata gym and bicycled 
together. 

“He did really good that 
Whole time.” Ford said. “He 
studied a lot. He read a Jot.” 

His studies mostly 
involved psychology, philos 
ophy and Buddhism, she 
said. At one point, Hardick 
talked about joining a 
Buddhist temple, where he 
could get away from people. 

“He didnt feel like he 
functioned well in society,” 
Ford said. 

Then he met Cassie in 
May 2010, and his life 
changed, Ford said. 

“The chaos didn’t start 
until the relationship with 
that woman started,” she 
said. 

Chaos. Its a word Ford 
uses frequently im deseribing 
her son’s life, The years in 
youth detention Centers and 
prisons had marked him. 

“I knew he was very 
capable of violence,” Ford 


said. 


Glen Wills and Kendallville 
Police Department Cpl. 
Doug Davis allegedly 
noticed the odor of burnt 
marijuana at the residence. 
According to Wills, police 
also observed items associ- 
ated with the manufacture of 
methamphetamine in plain 
view in the home. 

The occupants of the 
home were removed, and 
police obtained a search 
warrant, 

Once the search warrant 
was obtained, police found 
an active methamphetamine 
lab and various ttems associ- 
ated with the manufacture of 
the drug, 

Cassie Hardick eventually 
was sentenced on multiple 
charges, including child 
neglect, and is currently 
incarcerated at the Indiana 
Wonien’s Prison. 

Kalph Hardick was 
arrested, but posted bond 
and was released. At some 
point, he moved to Auburn 
and met Julie King. 

On Dec. 5, Hardiek 
brought King to his mother’s 
house. They visited for 
approximately three hours, 
then came back later in the 
day. 

Hardick paid his mother 
one more visiton Dec. 7, the 
day before he was to be 
sentenced to spend the next 
12 years in prison. 

“He stopped over before T 
had to go to work.” Ford 
said.

“The darkness we saw in 
his heart and soul became 
progressively worse,” she 
said. 

He began to talk about 
doing violence, but was 
never specilic. 

He moved to Orland with 
Cassie in August 2010, They 
married on Sept. 29, 2010. 

At some point, the couple 
moved to Avilla, and Ford 
knew her son’s involvement 
with methamphetamine had 
deepened. 

“IT knew he'd been 
cooking.” she said. “Il knew 
that’s how they were paying 
the rent.” 

In February 2011, 
someone reported the couple 
to the Department of Child 
Services. 

Tt wasn’t her, Ford said, 
but Hardick distanced 
himself from his mother at 
that time. 

On April 29, Department 
of Child Services workers 

requested the assistance of 
the Avilla Police Department 
for a welfare check at a 
mobile home in the 900 
block of Autumn Hills Drive 
in Avilla.

“No parent would want to 
hear it.” she said. “He was

Contemplating the Fabric 
of her son’s life, she holds 
fast to the beginning of 
Ralph Hardick’s life quilt. 

“Lsee him as that boy,” 
she said. “T still see him as 
that. You may not approve of 
the heinous lifestyle ... but 
you love them.” 

In the end, she said, 
Hardiek’s unsettled 
childhood and time in prison 
made living what most 
people would consider a 
normal, peaceful life 
impossible.

“T pray he has a really good 
recovery,” Ford said this week. 

A manhunt ensued after the 3 
a.m. shooting, and police eventu- 
ally discovered Hardick and 
King hiding under a deck. When 
neither responded to police 
commands, police used a Taser 
electronic stun device in an 
attempt to make Hardiek comply. 

According to police, Hardick 
rolled over and pointed a gun at 
police. The officers defended 
themselves by shooting, and 
Hardiek was struck multiple 
limes. 

Ford said she has no doubt 
this is how it happened — how 
her first-born son died. 

“I think he made the choice 
— today is my day,” Ford said. 
“I don’t think it was an accident 
he rolled over and pointed a gun, 
He knew he would never be a 
free man again. The choice was 
better than living the rest of his 
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Ford grew up a happy child, 
according to his mother. 

“He had no anger issues at 
that time,” she said. 

Gloria and her husband had 
four sons, and they raised them 
in Indiana until they moved to 
Utah, when Ralph was 5. When 
her son was 7, Ford said, she and 
her husband divorced. Her 
husband was granted full 
custody, and she was denied 
visitation and contact rights, 

“That was very haunting for 
him,” she said about her son. “It 
was very haunting for me,” 

At many times, she did not 
even know which state her sons 
were living in. A lawyer told her 
that to see her son and gain 
information, she would have to 
find where they were slaying, 

establish her own residency in 
that state, and then file a 
grievance with the court system.

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East Noble theater 
veteran, 32, enjoyed 
movies and history

ROME CITY — “A great intellect, 
a great wit and a great friend have 
passed from this place,” Benjamin 
King said about his boyhood friend, 
Joseph Mansfield Emerson. 

Emerson, 32, of Rome City, died 
Nov. 26, 2011, following a 3 1/2- 
month illness. 

King recalled the first time they 
met at an East Noble Theatre 
rehearsal. They were cast together in 
a production of “The Wizard of Oz.” 
Emerson was in the seventh grade, 
and King was in the fifth grade. 

“It was Joe’s razor-sharp wit that 
most endeared him to me. We 
immediately realized that our senses 
of humor were similar,’ King said. 
They stayed close friends until 
Emerson’s death. 

Joe, as he was known by family 
and friends, graduated from East 
Noble High School in 1998. He was 
active in theater most of his school 
years. Longtime East Noble Theatre 
director Craig Munk first cast 6-ycar- 
old Joe as the youngest child in the 
East Noble Theatre production of the 
musical “The King and I” in 1985. 

“L fondly remember him being 
moved from place to place on the set 
by the king simply grabbing him by 
the seat of his pants while he was still 
in @ prostrate position,” said Munk.

“Joe created many memorable 
roles,” Munk said.

people in the whole world. He loved 
history and film and graduated from 
Ball State's Honors College in 2002, 
majoring in history and film. 

“He did a school project 
preserving some of our family 
history, recording experiences of our 
grandfather, Allen Emerson, and great 
uncle, John Emerson, in World War 
IH,” Slusher said. 

Joe's caring, sharing attitude 
toward life was noted by Pastor 
Barbara Cross of Rome City United 
Methodist Church at his funeral 
Service. 

“Joe would go eat with residents at 
Sylvan Manor. They said he was 
always smiling and his eyes twinkled 
as he looked at the food,” Cross said. 

His friend, Adam Burwell from 
Waco, Texas, said he has never 
known a more thoughtful and 
kindhearted person. 

Joe was a movie bulf and enjoyed 
watching movies and discussing 
them. He often recommended movies 
to family members and friends. 

History was one of his passions, 
according to his close friend, Tony 
Millus. Both shared a love for the 
history of the Roman Empire, 

“Our discussions will be greatly 
missed,” said Millus. 

“Joe enjoyed dogs and cats,” said 
his sister. He often made efforts to 
tame the barn kittens on his parents’ 
farm in hopes of finding them 
adoptive homes. 

“Every day I miss being able to 
just pick up the phone and talk to 
him. He had a good group of friends 
who are also deeply saddened by the 
loss,” Slusher added. 

Among those close friends are 
Kevin Jansen, Millus and King. He 
would get together with his friends 
on Monday nights for some “guy 
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time,” as Jansen described it. 

“It was Joe’s night. He decided 
what card game or board game we 
would play. He spent a lot of time 
organizing the evening’s events, and 
we knew he looked forward to cach 
Monday night,’ Jansen said. 

Millus recalled how his friend 
looked forward to goose hunting in 
the fall and winter months, Joe didn’t 
Ieave the house early in the mornings 
like most hunters. 

“His shooting abilities made up for 
the patience that most hunters need to 
have,” said Millus. “Joe would 
wander off to the pond (on the family 
farm), where he knew the geese 
would be. You would hear a couple of 
shots, and he would come back to the 
house with his limit.” 

He enjoyed having fun with his 
friends. 

“My fellow historian and oldest
